Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. “ 


Witu profound regret we announce this week the death of Mr. LEoro.p 
DE ROTHSCHILD. 


It is hard to realise that his genial and kindly presence 
will no longer be among us, for there are few men of whom it can be 
said with so much truth that their careers have been part and parcel of the 
life of the community. At the time that he completed his seventieth year 
we pointed out that even when his brother was the acknowledged lay head 
of the community “ Mr. Leopold” was his trusty “ chief of staff,” so thay 
when he assumed the conrmunal leadership the transition was natural and 
unchallenged. Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD was an excellent type of the good 
and earnest Jew. There was no Jewish cause in which he believed that 
did not command his strong and instant sympathy, and from his early man- 
hood he strove, with a single-mindedness that formed an inspiring example 
for the good of the people and the creed which he loved so well. His 
kindliness was boundless, and his accessibility and bonhomte commended 
him to wide circles far beyond the Jewish fold, so that LEorpo.tp pe 
ROTHSCHILD remained till his death an exceedingly popular figure, while 
among bis own coreligionists he evoked a love and admiration such as it falls 
to few public men to receive. Perhdps the best thing that can be said of 
the fine philanthropist now gone is that he lived up to the noblest traditions 
of his own House, and in doing so he has left bebind a memory which will 
not readily fade from the minds and the hearts of men. He dies, leaving 
not an enemy bebind him, a grand model of an lsraclite ® and a man—preux 
chevalier, sans peur et sans reproche ! 


The Conjoint Manifesto. 


We dealt at length last week with the-Manifesto of the ‘Caaaie Com. 
mittee on the Zionist question, and we stated our views,.we hope, with 
explicitness and directness. We do not take back a single syllable of what 
we then said. On the contrary, the more we consider the matter the more 
outrageous does the whole conduct of the Commiltee appear, the greater 
the affront to the community, the more grievous the blow struck at Jewish 
interests, and the mnore deplorable the chillul hashem committed by men 
whose first concern should have been the honour of Jews and their sacred 
ideals. What authority had the Committee for the action they took? Didthe 
Committee represent Jewish opinion in this country? The prompt 
repudiation by the the Hanam, and Lord 
in their letters to the Tires, would give the lie to any such pre- 
sumptuous pretence, if it were advanced. Did they represent the con- 
sidered purpose of the two bodies from which they draw their being? 
The contemptuous manaer in which these organisations have been ignored, 
when they have not been wholly deceived, forbids any such 
assumption, as does the action of two of the members of the 


Committee, Messrs. ELKAN N. ADLER and B. A. FERSH?, in resigning 


their membership. Not only was the Board of Deputies not consulted 
upon the issuing of the Manifesto, but its fears as to any 
such possibility were lulled by what, as plain men, we can only call a 
deliberate and recklessly misleading statement. If, when the question of 
such a manifesto was raised last October, the members of the Conjoint 
Committee; instead of denying that such a strife-making purpose was in 
contemplation, bad admitted it and asked the sanction of the 
Board for its publication, can it be supposed for a moment that a 
majority of the Board would have agreed? These gentlemen preferred 
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place for them in the future in Jewish public affiirs. 


- beyond hope of redemption. If confidence in our public men is sapped, so ig 


to hide the facts, to leave the Board under the assurance given it and which 
it naturally assumed stoed, because it was not withdrawn, while the state- 
ments made by some of their colleagues last Sunday week in effect con- 
firmed this impyession. The Commitee, by the action they took, have not even 
found asympathetic response in pon-Jewish circles. The Times, their own 
chosen forum, des not accept them as representative of Jews or take their 
opinions seriously, the plain fact being that the non. Jew simply stands 
astonished—and, perhaps, disgusted—before such an ebullition. The 
Times charges the Committee with “ begging the question” and torturing 
themselves with ‘imaginary nervousness,” and they have to submit to the 
implied reproofs of this non-Jewish organ, like to those of others from the 
co'umns of which we print extracts elsewhere that hold aloft for 
them the Jewish ideals which, as the Times rightly says, has “fired 
millions of poverty-stricken Jews cooped up in the Ghettoes of the Old 
World and the New.’’ All that the Committee have achieved, in fact, i 
to exhibit the Jewish people in its worst aspect—in a state of strife and 
disunion—and to injure, pro tanto, the Jewish prestige. It is a sorry 
result, but one for which they should be quickly brought to account. 


A Dangerous Anachronism. 


THe matter, indeed, cannot possibly rest where it is without grave damage 
to the community. The honour of our public life and the possibility even 
of carrying on our aflairs at all worthily are at stake. The members 
of the Conjoint Committee who allowed a denial of all know. 
ledge of such a manifesto to be given last October, who kept silent 
about fhe manifesto at the meeting of the Board four days before 
it was published, and who aunounced their readiness to meet their 
opponents at the very moment when they had ready a declaration of war 
against them—who, in fact, fired under cover of the white lag—may have 
Some explanation to offer. We hope very much that they have, for the 
Sake of these coreligionists themselves, as well as for that of the com- 
munity as a whole. But, failing any such explanation, there should be ng 
Wesee no honourabl 
option, although, Heaven knows, we can i!! alford to lose a single willing 
communal worker, and the retirement of men who have devoted years of 
labour to the community's service would be disastrous, whatever may 
happen to be their views. But we must have men to guide the aflairs of 
Anglo-Jewry whose yea is yea and whose nay is nay. How, with the 
memory of the present instance in mind, could any reasonable person 
believe without reserve any future deuial from the same source, unless, as 
we fervently hope, these gentlemen are able to show that they did, 
after all, observe the elemental. obligations imposed upon _ those 
who take part in public life? An atmospbere of doubt, disbelief, 
anxiety bas been created which must be allayed, else it will be 
fatal to communal activity and must end by destroying communal life 


any chance of combined action, and instead of leaders and led we shali have 
a disorderly rabble with every man's hand against his brother. Lhe situa: 
tion is intolerable, it is lamentable, and it is impossible. Therefore 
we say it is for the Board of Deputies to take immediate 
action, and to have an instant reckoning with those who are responsible: 
The matter is ore of life and death for this body. It has, to all appear- 
ances, been beguiled and befooled. If it acquiesces in this contemptuous 
treatment it writes itself down as contemptible and a thing of no account. But 
we feel sure that the Conjoint Committee, with its anachronistic constitution 
and proceedings is at the root of the trouble, and we hope it will be swept 
into limbo with little more ado. The Committee never was anything much 
better than a pretentious make-believe, with its secretiveness, its Committee 
within a Committee, its system of “double entry,’ and all the rest of ils 
paraphernalia of masquerade and presumption. It was hard to endure 
before, but now that it has brought such shame and trouble upon the 
community by a piece of the crassest stupidity conceivable, it will be 
dangerous for it longer to remain in existence. Already, as we have 
mentioned, two members have resigned in consequence of the issue of 
this wretched manifesto, and there are rumours of other resignations 
pending, while one of its foremost members has, alas! just been removed 
by death. The Committee is manifestly tottering to its inevitable doom, 
Why not administer to it the merciful coup de grace ? 


Rumania and the Jews. 

Tue Morning Post of last Tuesday contained from the pen of a 
‘Romanian Correspondent"’ a powerful plea for the aboliticn of the 
restrictions against the Rumanian Jews. The writer denounces Rumanian 
anti-Semitism as “ a German product.” He argues that the existing anti- 
Jewish laws have been exceedingly harmful to the country, and points out, 
what we have frequently urged, that their abrogation would draw the Alles 
still closer to Rumania. Our Rumanian coreligionists, with the selt-sacrificing 
patriotism which is characteristic of them, are refraining from pressing their 
claims during the war, so as not to embarrass the nation. We ourselves are 
more inclined to take the view of the Morning Post writer that the solution 
of the Jewish question is vital for the country, and that Rumania cannot 
formulate her own aspirations without satisfying those of the Jews. He 
tells us, in fact, that both the King and the Government agree that the 
Jewish problem must be solved—and rapidly, before the holding of a Con- 
gress of belligerents. At the moment there is no sign that such immediate 
steps are in contemplation.. The Jewish question, it is stated, is not to be 
dealt with by the Constituent Assembly, and we are informed only that the 
Government is considering the subject. We trust that the matter will no 
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be hung up indefinitely and that a settlement will be reached speedily on 
the lines of justice and equality lately foreshadowed by the hing of 
Rumania. The new times demand this—and the needs of Rumania herself 
and of the Allied and Jewish cause emphasise the urgency. 


The Title Rabbi.” 


A CORRESPONDENT (Rabbi Dr. Satis Datcnes, of Sunderland) sends us 
this week a fresh suggestion for the solution of the vexed question of the 
right to the title of ‘“‘ Rabbi.” His proposal is that the Beth Din should 
draw up a list of those qualified to use the title, much as has been done in 
the case of various Ritual professions, and in that way the Communily 
would know whom to recognise and whom not to recognise as a 
Rabbi. It is possible that there may be something in the idea; though 
we would point out that the deciding authority in this case 
would itself be suspect in the eyes of the Liberal section of the 


community, and that those who considered themselves entitled to the 


degree would go on claiming it, whether they were included in an authorised 
list or not. In this way we should remain just where we are at present: 
Those who read Dr. ABRAHAMS’ very lucid exposition in the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE last week can hardly resist the conclusion that Rabbi 
MatrtrUck—the case particularly at the moment in question—really has the 
fullest right to the title he adopts. What, however, he has not, and 
does not claim, is the further right associated with the degree, of deciding 
ritual questions, and this because he has not received the Hatorath 
Haroa. Perhaps, therefore, a better solution of the difficulty than 
that suggested by Rabbi Daricnes might be found by those who have 
also the Hatorath Haroa adding after their names some distinctive letter- 
ing or other indication. This solution Should surely be satisfactory to all 
parties. 


Stamford Hill Religion Classes. 


THe system of teaching Judaism, the Hebrew language, and jewish 
History by means of what are known as Religion Classes, at which children 
attend once or twice a week, may not be, indeed is not, an ideal system of 
Jewish education. But it is probably the only practical one avail- 
able in present circnmstances in a great majority of cases. Where 
those classes prove themselves. successful, then, all encourage- 
ment should be rendered to them. The Stamford Hill Religion 
Classes have, by all accounts, been a notable success under the 
Principalship of Dr. SAMUEL Datcues, and we learn, therefore, with 
considerable regret of his intention to retire from a_ position 
in which he appears to have accomplished so much good. We 
sincerely hope that his intention is not irrevocable, and that pressure 
will be brought to bear upon him to continue in a position in which he has 
been able to do work that cannot fail to have its good effects in the future 
even more than in the present. 


The Herzl-Moser Hospital. 


Ir is pleasing to note that the HERZIL-MOSER Hospital at Leeds is main- 
taining a high and steady level of achievement. In every department of 
its work the institution seems to be thoroughly successful, and it deserves 
to be noticed with particular interest that it is affording relief to the loca 
general Infirmary. There can be no doubt that when the London Jewish 
Hospital comes to be in full working order it will be found equally useful 
by the great general institutiors near by. There is already a need for the 
provision of better accommodation for the HerRzL-Moser Hospital, and 
we are glad to see that Mr. Moser, to whom the foundation of the institu. 
tion is due, has generously promised the munificent sum of £1,000 towards 
this object, provided that a similar amount be given by other donors. A 
good start has already been made with the second thousand, and this 
interesting fact supplies perhaps the best answer to the somewhat anxious 
doubts as to the continued public spirit of the Leeds Jewish community.

Communal Armechatr. 
BY MENTOR. 
“ Mr. Lear: 


A Cumulative Sorrow. 


T was my intention to devote this column for the present 
week to a subject that is prominent in many minds. Needless 
to say the reference is to the Conjoint Committee and its latest 
exploit. I desired to say a few words in excuse or palliation 

for the gentlemen against whom the concentrated fires of many 
heavy, light and, indeed, all kinds of argumentative artillery are 
being directed at the moment. I feel no small sympathy for them, 
and should have liked to say why. But another subject now claims my 
pen. It is a topic sad in very sooth, for it refers to one of the most genial and 
kindly of men, one who, alas! has just been taken from the community he 
loved to serve and served because he loved. Andas I essay to write down 
a thought or two reminiscent of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, a difficulty at 
once, I find, confronts me. It is almost impossible, consistent with the truth, 
to say*anything save what is good, very good, of “ Mr. Leopold.” Yet if 
one said all that the truth dictated the result would be to pile up a 
mountainous “ butter-dish,’’ to employ poor Albert Jessel’s simile, not alone 
out of harmony with these days of food shortage but very inconsistent 
with the life and the character of the man. Extravagant post obit 
phrases with adulation strung in long buttercup-like chains, are cheap, and 
there was nothing cheap in spirit or conception in “Mr. Leopold.” Still 
the “ dish”"’ that has been ensymbolised bears some fitness to him. Forhe 
was in one respect an absolute gourmand. His greed for opportuni- 
ties to do good, to perform kindly acts, to relieve suffering and anxiety, 
trouble or distress, to be of help or assistance where be could and how 
he could was apparently utterly unsatiable. It never, however, seemed as if 
philanthropy cr benevolence was the root motive with him. He absolutely 
delighted in doing good. Some men derive satisfaction from this or that 
hobby, or this or that form of exercising their physical powers. Leopold 
de Rothschild's hobby was the exercise of his soul-power of beneficence ; 
doing good did him good. He himself recognised this. “1 have sometimes 
been taken in,” he once said referring to his benefactions, “but | 
bave always felt that I had the best of the transaction, and I have 
never regretted my being mistaken, so far as I was concerned. You know 
you can't always back a winner!" Perhaps, after all, the guiding motive 
in Mr. Leopold's life can be traced in this little anecdote. He was 
au fond a sportsman: who “played the game" in all things, and his 
ungrudging charity he regarded asthe stakes he was due to pay for the good 
fortune which the race of life had brought him—and really it is the one that 
wins any race who should pay. To make the man who loses pay is 
illogical and unjust. 


Bit the passing of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild bereaves the com- 
munity and inflicts upon it a-deep and abiding sorrow in a greater 
sense than even that involved in the loss of his kind!y and gentle 
personality. It marks a cumulative sorrow, ani the loss is not to be 
estimated adequately in itself. He is the fourth communal leader_of whom 
the community has been robbed by death in little more than twenty-four 
months. There was his brother, Lord Rothschild, there was Felix Davis, 
there was Albert Jessel, and now we stand by the bier of ‘ Mr. Leopold,” at 
the grave of one of the last of a school of communal workers to which the 
best that is in Anglo-Jewry owes its existence and to which credit is due for 
the best achievements of our people inthis country. It was a school which 
regarded its place in, and its duties to, the community subjectively, and 
which envisaged its work from the angle of the Synagogue. It was a 
school, too, the Jewish sentiment of which was undoubted, which was 
neither afraid nor ashamed to give it full rein. That school has been the 
salvation cf Anglo-Jewry 'midst n any a danger and many a crisis, and 
that its severely attenuated ranks, to which there are practically no 
recruits to be found, should suffer the losses it has during the 
last few months, is little short of disastrous. It is folly, of course, to 
regard any man as an irreplaceable leader, and it would be ridiculous to 
class Mr. de Rothschild as such, for he would have been the first to dis- 
claim any title to supremacy in point of originality of thought or of intellect. 
His really great qualities of heart and soul were not those that most 
prominently go to the equipment of a leader. In essential ones he could 
not vie with his eldest brother, or with the late Lionel Cohen, or with the 
first Lord Swaythling, to give only three instances. But his communal

enthusiasms and his Jewish outlook were like unto theirs; he was of their 
school, a school that is fast becoming extinct. And the anxiety that 
attaches to that resides in the fact that the community has not progressed 
or become transformed to such an extent as not to need men of their school. 
Their rapidly increasing rarity is a real danger that the passing away of Mr, 
Leopold throws up into severe relief. 


H's passing away too renders the future of the House of Rothschild— 

I speak, of course, solely from the point of view of the Community, 
its work and its strivings—uncertain and obscure. Will it retain, or in the 
course of a little while regain, its unique position in Anglo- Jewry that-for so 
long it has occupied uncontested? Who can profitably prognosticate ? Who 
can tell? But if it does not, what and who is to take its place? 
That is an Anglo-Jewish question that onght to be faced. For either Anglo- 
Jewry must makeup its mind to be able to dowithout a House of Rothschild— 
and all that it has meant to the Community for a century—or any substi- 
tute for it,or else it must take means for being able to continue with it,or with 
its stead, the unwritten, unspoken, but none the less definite and palpable 
pact: from which for generations both parties to it have so richly benefited, 
though necessarily in different ways. The tragedy will be if the community 
does not make up ils mind in the direction indicated and yet finds itself 
unable to continue the bargain with the House of Rothschild or to discover 
a capable transferee. It is that difficully, by no means a mere possibility 
altogether removed from the region of probability, which renders the passing 
of Mr. Leopold so heavy a loss to Anglo-Jewry, apart even from the sense 
of personal bereavement of a loving, gentle and kindly soul. His death 
opens a new era for the community, with exquisite dangers and perplexities 
which it will need every ounce it possesses of nerve and strength and 
devotion to overcome.

The Outrages in Palestine. 


The Berlin paper Jucdische Rundschau received the following special wire 
from Jerusalem about the middle of May -— 

Regarding situation, Jewish population in the district of Jaffa affected by evacuation 
measures, special permits to remg@#p granted to about thirty Jews,.among them twelve 
guards of the Jewish suburb, T where so far everything is intact, and the gardens are 
being tended. Agriculturist families have been permitted to remain in the 
Jewish colonies. The evacuati ler has, however, not been strictly Carried out, so 
that most of the colonists were to obtain permits to remain as being agriculturally 
occupied Only about six hundred persons were compelled to leave the colonies. Of 
eight or nine thousand Jews compelled to leave Jafta more than three thousand are now 
in Lower Galilee, more than a thousand at Petach Tikva, and a thousand at 
Kfarsabe. The remainder are dispersed over the colonies im Judea, Samaria, 
Upper Galilee towns. Fares for carriages are very expensive owing to present fodder 
prices. For the journey from Petach Tikva later no carriages were obt unable, horses 
having been requis: ioned. tt is extraordinarily difficult to secure seats in trains even 
afier waiting several days. losuffic'ent nourishment and the hardships of the journey 
caused diseases Nut few deaths. Evacuation has undermined economical subsistence, 
endangers colonisation work, aod has ruined public institutions. Available relret ts 
insufncient for fugitives. Organisation of emergency work on a grand scale is necessary 
in order to prevent degradation by the acceptance of charity by refugees who are capabie 
of working. Existing working possibilities can be utilised through loans to companies 
and individuals, also through amelioration works on National Fund estates, it 1s also 
necessary to put up clay cottages and tents. A minimum of twelve thousand francs 
daily is needed to maintain plantations, besides twenty five thousand francs tor five 
months until the harvest. Jerusalem not evacuated, 


A Central News cable despatched from Amsterdam yesterday week, says :— 
The Turkish Migister at the Hague has issued a statement regarding the depor 
tation of Jews in Palestine, in which their slaughter is denied. From Jaffa and 
Issevie it is true that the Jews, for military reasons, had to bs évacuated, but none 
have been expelled from Jerusalem 


Jewish Emancipation Bill in Finland. 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT PreTROGRAD 

As a result of the representations from Russia, the Finnish Senate introduced 
a Bill into the Diet providing for the emancipation of the Jews. Our brethren 
will also receive complete freedom in organising religious communities, and will 
now employ a form of taking the oath in conformity with their faith (under 
the old laws no Jews were admitted as witnesses in Finnish Courts). Ali State 
posts will be open to Jews according to the new Government measure. In the 
preamble to the Bill, the Senate exp'ained that the old régime in Russia was 
responsible for the [ailure of previous attempts to emancipate the Jews in Finland. 

Reuters Agent at Helsingfors cables: The Finnish Diet bas adopted the 
second reading of the Bill dealing with the industrial and communal rights oi 
Russian citizens, with an amendment providing for the extension of the rights ol 
Russians independently of their religious faith. 


Jewish Memorials of the Emancipation Act. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. } PETROGRAD. 
Another Jewish monument to commemorate the Emancipation Act will be 
erected at’Kretf. Five bundred thousand roubles have already been collected by 
the Jews for the purpose of establishing a People's University, and the local 
Jewish organisations are busy raising further subscriptions. 
The Petrograd Jewish millionaire, M. Kamenka, contributed two million 
roubles towards the Temple of Equality Fund, 


The Jews of Rumania. 


The Morning Post of Tuesday contained an article from a Rumanian corre- 
spondent on the Jewish question in Rumania. The writer says :— 

“ Only a few days after the change of government in the Russian Empire news 
reached me from Rumania that the authorities there have decided broadly to put an 
end to the exceptional position in which the Jewish population has been living. The 
Jewish problem is considered to have injured Rumania seriously in the public opinion 
of Europe.” 

The writer goes on to point out that 
“Anti Semitism in Rumania has always been a German product. The Rumanian 
ooliticians who follow an anti Semite spirit in their acts kept before them in their mind's 
sye the cond: ions of Prussia. They knew the tendency of the Imperial Court at Berlin, 
and they consequently adopted as their guiding principle to hold themselves apart from 
all Jewish public activity while merely tolerating the Jews in the financial and .com- 
mercial world. For the last thirty years in Berlin the Jewish question in Rumania has 
been the subject of blackmail. Whenever it was a quesiion of giving a loan to Rumania, 
the Wilheimstrasse and the great German banks raised afresh the Jewish question, with 
th: sole object of ensuring for German capita! interest that would be a burden to 
Rumania. By studying the public accounts it will be possible to realise what a heavy 
price it has co.t Rumania to exclude the Jews of the country from public and national 
life.” 

The correspondent recalls that immediately after the peace of Bucharest the 
Jews were promised political equality; but that no decision was taken, M. 
Bratiano allowing himsel{ to be influenced by some old reactionaries of his party 
and by some violent anti-Semites who raised agitations among the Universit 
students—to the great disappointment of the Rumanian Jews. The writer adds 

Despite their depression, when mobi'isation was declared in AuguSt, 191¢, Rumanian 
Jews, for the third time in fifty years, offered their blood for the Rumanian cause. They 
distinguished themselves not only by acts of heroism on the field of battle, but also by 
material sacrifices treely accepted. The whole of the propaganda which the Germans 
were allowed to conduct during the period of the neutrality of Rumania, and that aimed 
at stirring up the Jews for the German cause, remained without effect on their people, 
who at once appreciated the treachery of the German precedure. To-day, after the 
Russian Revolution, which has removed all reserve towards Russia in England and the 
United States, when the American Jews are declaring themselves solid for the whole 
Allied cause, the solution of the Jewish question becomes vital for Rumania. 


The Russian Liberty War Loan. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) PETROGRAD. 


The Moscow Jewish community has determined to endeavour to raise from 
among local Jewry a hundred million roubles towards the Liberty War Loan. 

The news as regards the Jewish efforts in the provinces continues to be 
excellent. Our coreligionists at Smolensk raised a million roubles. At Minsk the 
Jewish subscriptions during the first few days reached 500,000 roubles, and quite

The Rujsian Revolution and the Emancipation Act have caused great 
depression in the ranks of the German anti-Semites, whose fears of the downfal! 
of their movement are summed up in an article published by their-organ, the 
Staatsbirger Zeitung. The article states that the vanishing of the fear of a 
Kusso-Jewish immigration and the spreading of ‘he wave of democracy from 
Russia to Germany are the causes of the an'i. Semitic depression There are no 
prospects for the revival of the movement after the war, as there seems to be 
little chance of successfully opposing the onslaught of the democratic forces 
stimulated by the Russian Kevolution. 


The Jewish Girls’ School, Calcutta. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] CALCUTTA. 


The annual prize distribution of the Jewish Girls’ School was held recently. 
Mr. W. W. Hornell, Direcior of Public Instruction, presided. The Hon. Secre- 
tary, the Rev. E. M. D. Cohen, the senior minister of the Magen David Synagogue, 
read his report for the year 1916. The report states in part . 

That was the thirty-sixth year of the school's eristence.dering the last few years 
it has achieved permanent recognition tinder the code as European, it has been placed 
on the list of recognised schools as one of the very few secondary schoo’'s in Bengal; it 
enjoyed the privi eges of such grants and scholarships as are accorded to fully recognised 
European schools. It is onlyin this institution that Jewish children are eligible for 
participation in all benefits offered to European children in European schools in Bengal. 
The children also received instruction in Hebrew language and religion free of charge. 
The qua’ity and the thoroughness of the teaching are unequalled. The school, how- 
ever, has been working at a loss during the past year. The Government grants 
have been its mainstay. but the near future is full of anxiety. He urgently appealed 
to the community to come forward with substantial help. ‘The numbers for 
the year were a maximum of 150, a minimum of 132, with an average daily attendance 
of 123. The Gir! Guides of the Schoo! Company continue to main‘ain their record for 
keenness and efficiency and.in 1915 won the Company Prize for Ca'cutta. Among the 
old boys trying to do their bit were Joseph E. D. Cohen, 1/9th Middlesex, India; Hille! 
R. E. Cohen, City of London Rifles; }]. Tassie, S. I. D. Cohen, and S. S. Cohen, A. 1, 
Cavalry. Mr. Cohen concluded with an appreciation of the services of the staff of the 
school and expressed thanks to the President and to Mrs. Ezra, 

After the distribution of medals and prizes by Mrs. Ezra, Mr. Hornell 
delivered an address. He bore testimony to the valuable work done by the lady 
principal, Miss Bryning, and referred to the report in which it was stated that the 
near future of the school wece full of anxiety. In this connection he pointed out 
that if the school were closed the community would bein very great difficulty in 
regard to the education of their daughters. He did not believe that the Jewish 
community in Calcutta would let the school collapse. 


A Cape Town Public Worker. 


[PROM A CORRESPONDENT. | Care Town, 

Mr. Philip Myers, who has for many years been the managing director of 
the well-known South African firm of furniture manufaciurers, Messrs. D. Isaacs 
and Co., has left Cape Town to take up his residence permanently in London. 
Mr. Myers has long been actively identified with the life and work of the Jewish 
community in the Mother City of the Union. He has served in turn as Member 
of .Committee, Treasurer, Vice-President, and President of the Cape Town 
Hebrew Congregation. Prior to his departure he was presented with a portrait 
of himself, painted by a rising Jewish artist, Mr. M. Kottler, the occasion being 
signalised by a representative gathering in the O'd Synagogue, when elcquent 
tributes were paid to his services to the community by Mr. M. Rosen, the present 
President, Mr. H. Liberman, J.P., a former colleague, and the Rev. A. P. 
Bender, the minister. All bore testimony to his conspicuous zeal and ability in 
the service of the parent congregation in South Africa. Mr. Myers, on resigning 
the posifion of Chairman of the Cape Town Free Dispensary and that of a 
member of the Cape Hospital Board, received from each a cordial vote of thanks 
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for his services, He was likewise conspicuously honoured by the Freemasons, 
in recognition of his valuable work as Deputy-Grand Master tor several years, 
and subsequently Acting Grand Master of the English Constitution of the 
Order. He received a farewell address, artistically iluminated, from Grand 
Lodge, and also a Pas: Master's jewel from the Lodge of Israel. The wide and 
varied experience of Mr. Myers in public work in this country will no doubt be 
of still greater service to the community in a more extended sphere of public use- 
fulness in the metropolis of the Empire. 


The Free Synagogue in New York. 


Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, of the Free Synagogue, speaking at the tenth 
anniversary of the organisation, reported tentative plans for the erection of a 
home for the congregation after the war. It will be unlike the usual synagogue, 
being both a place of work and worship, and its cost will be not less than 500,000 
dollars. He predicted that after the war there would be unprecedented activity 
in religious work. He reviewed the history of the Free Synagogue ~ongregation 
from the time he came to New York, ten years ago, and started it with a member- 
ship of 50 persons, with an annual income of 7,000 dollars. Now there are 1,000 
members and an annual income of 60,000 dollars, more than one-half of which is 
expended in social service work. 


New Jewish Peers in Austria. 


Fifty-five new life peers have been created in Austria. Among them are 
Baron Louis von Rothschild, head of the Vienna banking house of that name, 
aod Herr Moritz Benedikt, proprietor of the Neue Freie Presse, 


Eminent Russian Rabbi Dead. 


The death is announced of Rabbi Akiba Rabbinowitz, of Poltava. He was 
once an ardent Zionist and was present at the Zionist Congress held in London 
Lately he was one of the opponents of the movement, He edited a Rabbinical 
periodical. 


M. Bendahan, of Casablanca, who is noted for his large- hearted philanthropies, 
has bsen appointed by the Sultan of Morocco to be Commander of the Ouissam 
Alaouite Order. He has received a letter of cordial congratulation from General 
Gouraud, the French Resident-General. 

Senator Paul Strauss has been appointed President of the French Superior 
Labour Commission. 

Captain Fernand Halphen, of the French Territorial Army, has died at the 
age of forty-five. He was lan accomplished musician and had won the Second 
Grand Prize of Rome.

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THE CONJOINT’S MANIFESTO. 


WIDESPREAD 


PROTESTS AND RESIGNATIONS. 


Last Wedaesday’s issue of the fewish World devotes its leading notes 
almost exclusively to what it refers to as © The Hostile Manifesto.” We 
reprint below that portion of therm which deals in detail with the contents cf 
the document. 


FEELING. 


The manifesto (says the fewish World) opens with an asseveration 
of © profound and undying interest "’ for Palestine, not merely as a “ shrine 
or place of pilgrimage,” but because “ the rehabilitation of the Jewish com- 
munity in the Holy Land” and “the regeneration on Palestinian soil of a 
Jewish community worthy of the great memories of their environment " has 
been to all Jews “ one of their chief cares." Why the Committee limits 
this aspiration in point of time to ~ since the dawn of their political eman- 
cipation in L-urope”’ we are not informed. Either of the gentlemen who 
signed the document ought to have been better acquainted than that with 
the praye:-book of the bulk of the Jews of the world to go no further: 
while on the other hand Mr. Montefiore inust know quite well that the only 
Jewish prayer-books that repudiate these sentiments are those that have 
been formed since Jewish political Emancipation in Europe, notably that 
of the section in England of which he is the lay head. So that it is untrue 
to fix those sentiments as taking shape only after Jewish political Emancipa- 
tion, or to suggest that they have universally persisted after that event. 
Thus the manifesto opens with a careless mis-statement. 


THE BASLE PROGRAMME. 
Equally beside the mark is the description of the 
Policy '’ of the Zionist Congresses. 


so-called * cultural ° 
It has never been the policy of any 
Zionist Congress to aim “at making Palestine a Jewish spiritual centre,” 
either wholly or primarily. There has never been any abrogation of the 
Basle programime, and so long as that reinains. as it doe:. the very basis of 
Zionist effort, it utterly precludes any such interpretation as the Com.- 
mittee places on Zionist strivings. It is therefore no use for the Com- 
mittee to assert, as it inferentially does, that Zionists have altere] their 
policy from favouring the making of Palestine “a Jewish spiritual Centre” 
to ‘'a much larger scheme of an essentially political character" in regard to 
the land. There has been no Zionist Congress since “the winter of 1914." 
when presumably negotiations between the Committee and the Zionists in 
this country began. The Committee must know that no individual or 
section of Zionists, however important, have the power without reference 
to.Congress: to abrogate the tundamental principles of the 
Zionism was built on more democratic foundations. It may be that certaia 
Zionists, in the hope of obtaining the support of the Committee, * played 
up” the ~“cultural’’ or spiritual aspect of the movement and hid or 
minimised its larger political aims. We say it may be because in no 
other way can we account for the statement in the manifesto to which. we 
have referred. If this be so we can only say that it is the fault of these 
Zionists and their paltering that the misunderstanding has arisen. To 
attempt to win over the Committee by, such means was, as the events 
show, a fatuity that was bound to end introub’e. None the less, the 
Zionist professions with which the Committee opens its manifesto look like 
sickly cant when set beside the viciously hostile tone of the document 
towards a movement which however further its intentions may go is the 
one mov ement devoted to obt: aining in Palestine what the Committee says 
is one of its ‘ chief cares.’ 


THE COMMITTEE'S OBJECTIONS, 
What the Committee states to be its objections to the Zionist plan are 


jn the main two. It objects in the first place to the contemplated settle- 


ment being national, not ‘as it is careful to explain because they would have 
any “objections to urge against a local Jewish nationality establishing 
itself,” which, by-the-by, is exactly the Zionist plan, but beciu:e, so it 
alleges, ‘the present claim” “is part and parcel” of a theory “ which 
regards all the Jewish communities of the world as constituting one homeless 
nationality incapable of complete social and political identification with the 
nations among whom they dwell, and it is argned that for this homeless 
nationality a political centre and an always available homelnnd in Palestine 
are necessary.” 

Against this theory the Conjoint Committee strongly and earnesily protest 
[continues the document]. Emancipated Jews in this country regard themselves 
primarily as a religious community, and they have always based their claims to 
political equality with their fellow-citizens of other creeds on this assumption and 
on its corollary—that they have no separate national aspirations in a political sense. 
They hold Judaism to be a religious system, with which their political status has 
no concern, and they maintain that, as citizens of the countries in which they live, 
they are fully and sincerely identified with the national sp rit and interests of those 
couotr.es. It follows that the establishment of a Jewish nationality in Palestine, 
founded on this theory of Jewish homelessness, must have the effect throughout 
the world of stamping the Jews as strangers in their native lands, and of under- 
mining their hard-won position as citizens and nationals of those lands. More- 
over, a Jewish political nationality, carried to its logical conclusion, must, in the 
present circumstances of the world, be an anachronism. The Jewish religion 
being the only certain test of the Jew, a Jewish nationality must be founded on, 
and limited by, the religion. It cannot be supposed for a moment that any section 
of Jews would aim at a commonwealih governed by religious tests, and lim:ted in 
the matter of freedom of coascience ; but can a religious nationality express itself 
politically-in any other way? The only alternative would be a secular Jewish 
nationality, recruited on some loose and obscure principle of race and ethnographic 
peculiarity ; but this would not be Jewish in any spiritual sense, and its establish- 
ment in Palestine would be a denial of all the ideals and hopes by which the 
revival of Jewish life in that country commends iiself to the Jewish consciousness 
and Jewish sympathy. On these grounds the Conjoint Committee deprecate most 
earnestly the national proposals of the Zionists. 


Put in simple words, all that this rigmarole amounts to is a contention that 
Jews are a religious community in the view of the Conjoint and not a 
nationality; that the establishment of a Jewish nationality must prejudice 
the citizen rights of Jews in other countries of the world, and that a 
Jewish political nationality in Palestine must be founded on religion and 
would be an anachronism, or else it would be a secular conception of 
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nationality, in which case it would not be Jewish in any spiritual sense, and 
hence would be tnimical to Jewish ideals and hopes. 
THE NATIONAL OBJECTION. 

A few moments’ consideration will show the utter fatuity of this line of 
argument. As Dr. Weizmann puts it in his letter we have quoted above 
‘in the Times of Monday last) the fact as to whether Jews are or are not 
a nationality cannot be determined by so labelling them or otherwise. 
The question is what they are, not only what they call themselves. But, 
unhappily for those responsible for the manifesto, it is exactly a nationality 
which Jews have always called themselves. It matters not what the polity 
of that nationality has been, that it was based upon religious dominion 
in contradistinction to the polity-of other nationalities. It still was a 
nationality, and has been persistently so claimed by Jews themselves. That 
this is so the Bible and the Prayer Book are monumental proof, and so, 
coming from great things to small, is the fact that, up ta quite modern 
days, Jews here in England were called and called themselves the Jewish 
nation—so in any case the predecessors of Mr. D. L. Alexander in the 
Chair of the Board of Deputies proclaimed the community in public. 
If we mistake not, the laws of the Sephardic Jews likewise refer to the 
Jewish community as “ Nation.” All this has been so because nationality 
at basis is a matter of a people's consciousness, and that consciousness has 
been present with Jews unceasingly throughout the ages. Nor does the fact 
that Jews have been a scattered people for so long exclude the national 
character of them. The Belgians to-day are a people of homeless wanderers, 
yet no one will deny that they are a nationality. The reason is that the 
national consciousness survives, which essentially is a will, a desire, a 
yearning for regathering under a Belgian polity in a Belgian land. 
Nationality, indeed, is the sentiment of family writ large, segregation as 
opposed to agglomeration. That sentiment of nationality which springs 
from within a people and cannot te imposed on a people from without, has 
never been absent from Jews. To be sure, it has been stronger in some 
Jews than in others, but those in whom it has been weakest have gradually 
but surely sloughed away whether as individuals or as communities of Jews. 
What further proof is there needed that Judaism is nationality in essence 
and that Jews are a nation? Anyway the Conjoint manifesto will not alter 
the fact, and does not disprove it—or the reverse. 


AFTER-EFFECT. 


The next point that the Committee takes is that the establishment of a 


Jewish centre in Palestine would prejudice the position of Jews in other 
countries as citizens of those countries. It would, they argue, * have the 
effect throughout the world of stamping the Jews as strangers in their 
mative lands and of undermining their hard-won position as citizens and 
nationals of these lands.”. The -Rev. Morris Joseph has answered this 
objection of anti-nationals by saying that we should have to put up with 
the inconvenience in exchange for the priceless boon of.a regenerated Jewry. 
Are Jews, we would ask, never regarded ‘in present circumstances “as 
strangers in their native lands?" But the trne answer is that the whole 
of the fear expressed by the Conjoint Committee is, as the Times declares, 
a delusion. Jews would be less likely to be “suspect” in regard to their 
citizenship of other lands with a Jewish centre in Palestine than they are 
to-day without, and far more likely to be respected as one of a people 
that had become a nation than as one-of a race of wanderers. To-day 
the Jew can protest as extravagantly as he likes that he is really in spite 
of all temptations a National of the country to which he owes his birth or 
in which he is settled. Anyone disposed to doubt him can do so because 
the average Jew cannot point to anything concrete to prove that after all he 
is nota Jew first and before anything else. Even military service is no 
proof with conscription in force in nearly every country of the world. But 


with a State or Centre set up in Palestine the Jew could quite reasonably | 


turn to the one who questioned his absolute oneness to the country of which 
he was citizen and say, See! So loyal an Englishman (or a German or 
what not) am J, that I remained Englishman (or German or what not) in 
preference to taking up my citizenship in Palestine. Jerusalem I have not 
preferred above my chief joy, which is London (or Berlin or some other 
capital), and the Holy Land is not one of my chief cares as it is with 
those members of the Conjoint Committee, who although Englishmen (of 
the Jewish persuasion) have always felt ‘a profound and undying interest’ 
for that territory, enemy territory though for some time it was.’ Now, if 
that man who questioned this Jew's loyalty were a reasonable man (which 
probably he would not be—is it not strange how the Conjoint worries 
itself about unreasonable people?) he would quickly see in the man's 
renunciation of the age-long ideals of his race, some proof of his un- Jewish 
national pretensions. 


NATIONALITY—RELIGIOUS OR POLITICAL? 


We confess to feeling that the Committee, in formulating its objection 
to the Zionist plan on the score of religion, was indulging im the amiable 
task.of drawing a red herring. “The Jewish religion,” it.declares, is “the 
only certain test of a Jew." But to maintain that is to plunge into the 
vortex of discussion as to what (or who) is religiously a Jew. Is there 
any definite standard that can be set up? It is impossible; for you 
have as many variations as the keys of the piano, and, as with the piano 
keys, there are ali sorts of white and all sorts of black kinds. Not 
alone are these variations inside the synagogues, where vou have the 
antithetical Machzike Hadass Jew cheek by jow! with the Jew of the Jewish 
Liberal Synagogue, both claiming to be Jews veligiously, but you have 
outside the synagogue numerous sorts, and even baptised Jews who, in a 
peculiar sense, proclaim themselves to be religiously Jews! So that it is 
utterly nonsensical to say that the Jewish religion is the only certain test of 
a Jew, because you cannot apply a test to which all do not assent, How 
many, pray, would agree to any religious test that might be formulated ? 
Nor is the Committee much happier (as it itself descries) in its alternative 
basis of race, and what it terms ethnographic peculiarity. Ofcourse any 
such principle would be loose and obscure if applied to a Jewish settlement 
in Palestine, as it would be if applied to almost any State in modern times, 
except perhaps Tibet, or some equally barred-off country. An Englishman 
is not an Englishman because of his religion or because of his race. It 
is, by-the-by, a strange suggestion for the Conjoint Committee to make that 
the only alternative bases of Nationality are either Race or Religion, 
_ because its acceptance as a principle would rule out the possibility (in any 
case doubtful) of there being such an individual as an Englishman of the 
Jewish persuasion. 
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For no person abiding by the Jewish persuasion (unless : 
be be a convert to Judaism) could be of the English race which is Anglo- — 
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Saxon and not Semitic, and obviously he could not be of the English religion 
which is Christian. All this word-chopping in which the Conjoint indulges, 
is, indeed, like nothing so much as the children's game of setting up nine- 
pins in order to knock them down. How childish the process is can be 
seen from the fact that in envisaging the bases of nationality, the manifesto 
omits the true and natural and general one. The simple fact i+, of course, 
that when the Jewish State comes to be formed it will be composed of 
Jews who are Jews by citizenship, in short, a Jewish political nationality 
would be as any other political nationality, except that it would be Jewish 
because the State would be Jewish. And it would be Jewish in a “spiritual 
sense "’ because Jewish polity would be spiritual, and it would thus (for 
some reasons—-they are not all) commend itself to Jewish consciousness 
and Jewish sympathy. 
PRIVILEGES. 

The other main point of the Committee's objection to the Zionist plan 
is because, as they allege, it is proposed “to invest the Jewish settlers 
in Palestine with certain special rights in excess of those enjoyed by the 
rest of the population.” Dr. Weizmann, in his letter to the Times, 
specifically denied this allegation, and there we could well leave it because. 
presumably, Dr. Weizmann is better acquainted with what Zionist demands 
are, than is the Conjoint Committee. But we should really like to know 
how “the rehabilitation of the Jewish community in the Holy Land,” one 
of the “chief cares” which the Committee has all along shared 
with other Jews, or “the regeneration on Palestinian soil of a Jewish 
community worthy of the great memories of their environment" could 
better be accomplished than by public works in Palestine upon ordinary 
lines ‘of business. Either the Committee's professions of a profound and 
undying interest in the Holy Land are so much verbiage, the sincerity of 
which is to be measured by this vicious onslaught on Zionist effort, or 
it must have a very strange if not esoteric notion of what sort of a Jewish 
community in Palestine would be worthy of its environment, etc. Is it 
not too childish to complain of Jews being given ordinary charter privileges 
in consideration of undertaking to do certain works in Palestine, -to fear 
that “it might involve them in the bitterest feuds with other races and 
religions,” and then in the same breath declare that Jews could establish 
their eventual preponderance in the land and prevail without such special 
privileges? Does not the Committee know that where Jews are the 
victims of bitter feuds with others, it is because of their “ preponderance,’’ 
and because Jews prevail? And the fact that far from having special 
privileges, special disabilities are cast upon them and they have to over- 
come them, saves them not in the least. How can the Committee be so silly 
as to imagine that the experience of Palestine and the circumstances in 
which they would place the Jews there, would be any different? Indeed, if 
anything, the conferment of special privileges on Jews would tend to mitigate 
the bitterness felt by their neighbours. They would not feel that Jews 
obtained “ preponderance” and prevailed by innate power—-the fact that 
in most cases draws upon them ill-will. No! there is nothing in this 
second main objeciion of the Conjoint Committee; particulariy asthe British 
Government (if that is to be the suzerain power) can well be trusted to 
see justice and equiiy done to the Arabs. Weare really surprise] at the 
doubt as to the fairness of the Uritish Government which appears to disturb 
the Commiltee,

THE BOOK OF NUMBERS.—I. 


* Take ye the sum of all the congregation o| the children of Israel.” —Numbers i., 8. 


We entered last Sabbath upon the reading of the Book of Number’ 
—so called from the two numberings of the Israelites at the beginning 
and end of their wanderings in the wilderness. But many of us are 
familiar with the Hebrew title of the book. Bamidbar, or “In the 
Wilderness,” has a more direct reference to the general contents of these 
thirty-six chapters, which comprise the greater portion of the history of the 
Israelites in the wilderness. The book opens with a command to take a 
census of the people. Primarily for the purposes of war—" 
from twenty years old and upwards, all that are able to go forth t 
Israel.” In the previcus book we were reading about the tabernable, 
the ark of the covenant, the sacrifices, the priesthood; our whole mind 
was steeped in religious thought and sacred phraseology. And 
now, by the overturning of one page, we come upon the 
divinely-appointed institution of.a military census. Suddenly 
Sut the 
Author is*the same, and the writing is continuous. So it. is throughout all 
history. Men cultivate the arts of peace, domestic and religious institutions 
flourish, and suddenly the trumpet ‘peals, and men are called forth from 
their daily vocations to take up the sword and destroy in a day what it has 
taken years of painful effort to build up. Whatever be the truth in regard 
to our own day, at that period of history war was an unhappy necessity ; it 
was the school in which men were trained. Sothe Israelites had to ascer- 
tain what fighting force they could depend upon; and it was found that 
they numbered 603,550 warriors. But some were not permitted to go forth 
to battle—the Levites, who were appointed to “bear the tabernacle of 
testimony and minister to it... Hence they were not numbered among the 
warriors of Israel. It was inconceivable that the servitors of the Sanctuary 
should handle the sacred things with hands that had shed human blood, 
But in the second numbering of the Israelites, which took «place after the 
plague, the Levites were included, the numbers of their males from a month 
old and upwards being computed at 235,000. And now we come upon the

of the Israelites in the desert. The whole army is distributed into four 
divisions, placed in a quadrangle, and stationed in the East, West,. South 
and North, with the Levites ranged in the centre round about the 
tabernacle which they served. And asin the encampment of their tents, 
so in marching forward, a definite order of arrangement and precedence 
was to be maintained—the camp of Judah and those associated with it on 
the East side, to set forth first; Reuben and his associated tribes, second ; 
Ephraim and the rest of the West side, third; and the camp of Dan and 
his associates, hindmost. Order is but another name for purpose, and 
another word for mind. The order of the encampment and marching was 
neither self-invented nor self-regulaied ; it was prescribed by God. And 
so it has been ever since. 
gifts and their endlessly-varied vocations. 
another. are divinely ordained. To contend against the dispositions of 
society is futile. Dan wa to go hindmost. But the bhindmost position has 
its advantages ; it is less exposed to danger than the foremost The more 
prominent the position, the greater the responsibility it has to sustain. The 
pioneer is first in honour and first in suffering ; we travel on the road he 
has made. In every buimuan lot, even the humblest, there are points of 
advantage. However democratic the world grows, there will always be 
rank and order and precedence. They are designed for a purpose, and 
God is King over the entire social order. The disposition of the Israelitish 
camp having thus Been provided for, there follow, in the 5th chapter, regu- 
lations for keeping the camp pure and wholesome. Every leper, every 
unclean person. was to be segregated outside, and thus danger of infection 
from contact with diseases was avoided. A large portion cf this week's 
lesson is taken up with an account of the offer'ngs which each tribe was to 
bring towards the dedication of the sanctuary. But such offerings were to 
be made with pure hands. Before bringing them men were to reconcile 
themselves to one another by restoring, under due penalties, that which 
they had obtained unlawfully. A'though the injuries here referred to are 
inflicted upon fellow-men, the Bible characteristically describes them as 
“trespasses against the Lord.” Is not this the ultimate significance of all 
wrong-doing.? It is God Whose majesty and holy nature we outrage when 
we wrong our fellow-creatures; and God demands that before He extends 
His forgiveness to us we shall make due reparation. The Midrash inter- 
prets Numbers v., 8 as referring to proselytes, who are to be treated with 
the same justice as the rest of the community—nay, with even greater 
forbearance and tenderness, as the following | 7

finely teaches: “A king had a flock of sheep and goats, which went out to 
pasture every morning, and returned in the evening. It occurred that a 
stray stag joined the goats, and continua!ly fulliowed them. When the king 
heard of this, he especially recommended the stag to the care of the shep- 
herds. The shepherds «xpressed surprise. The king replied: ‘ The sheep 
are used to pasture in the field all day, but the stag has left its wild life to 
join the flock; ought it not to be specially cared for?’ In the same 
manner we should show special kindness to the proselyte, who has forsaken 
family and people in order to join us." The law of the Nazirite is the sub- 
ject of the next chapter and of this week's Haphtorah.

_time-honouted and the Haterath Horoah from recognised beads of 
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unto the Lord, by abstaining from wine and strong drink and the fruit of 
grapes. He was not to defile himself by contact with the dead, and he was 
to allow his hair to grow long. Such vows were taken in exceptional 
circumstances, but they were not recommended to the people generally. 
Samson was to be a life-long Nazirite. Usually, however, these vows only 
extended to a definite period, at the end of which the Nazirite was to bring 
a sin-offering. Does not this imply that voluntary abstinence from lawful 
enjoyments was to be regarded as a sign of moral weakness rather than of 
strength, and hence as a something to be atoned for? One of the 
prominent features of this week's Portion is the Priestly Benediction at the 
close of the 6th chapter. It is followed hy the account of the 
offerings in the 7th chapter. On which the Midrash has this comment: 
" He will speak peace unto his people (Ps. Ixxxv. 8)" alludes to the sacer 
dotal blessing preceding the chapter of the dedication offerings. For without 
peace all Divine worship, all sacrifices, and all offerings are unacceptable to 
the God of peace. Only when peace reigned among the Israelites do we 
read that “the glory of the Lord filled the tabernacle."" As soon as strife 
commenced, the Lord said, “I will go up from this congregation.” The 
priests were to bless the people. But humam blessings are of no efficacy 
without the sanction of God, the Author of all blessing. Again, to quote 
the Midrash: “ When the Lord said to Aaron and his sons, Thus shall ye 
bless the children of Israel, the nation pleaded before the throne of God, 
saying, O Lord of eternity! Thou commandest the priests to bless us bui 
we require only Thy blessing, and would rather be blessed from Thy 
mouth; as it is written, Look down from Thy holy habitation from heaven, 
and bless thy people Israel.’""’ The Almighty replied, Although I enjoined 
the priests to bless you, I stand by them, and direct the benediction. Hence 
the custom of the priests spreading their hands.

AN EARLY PUBLIC FUNCTION. 


Earlier than this, one of his first appearances in public or semi-public life was 
at the stately wedding ia 1857 of his elder sister, Leonora, who married Baron 
Alphonse de Rothschild of Paris. This inrposing ceremony was celebrated at 
Gunnersbury Park, the beautiful mansion a few miles west of London, whieb had 
been purchased by N. M. Rothsehild after it had been the residence of a Princess 
Of the Royal House. “Baron Leopold,” as he was then called, had sot the 
forma! right to bold the bridal canopy, an honour reserved for his elder brothers, 
“ Baron Nathaniel” and “ Baron Alfred,” jointly with the brothers of the bride- 
groom. Though the English Rothschilds im later years entirely discontinued the 
use of the Austrian title, they had been authorised by Royal licence, dated 16th 
June, 1858, to accept the dignity ofa baron of Austria originally granted to N. M. 
Rothschild in 1822, The bride’s youngest brother was present at the wedding 
feast, at which the French: Ambassador (Comte de Persigny) proposed the 
principal toast immediately after the Rev. A. L. Green had chanted the Hebrew 
grace for meat; and be also heard Mr. Disraeli give the health of Baron and 
Baroness James de Rothschild, father and mother of the bridegroom, and Lord 
John Russel! (later known as Earl Russell) propose the Baron and Baroness 
Lionel. But the most amusing speech to old and young was that of Bernal 
Osborne, a chartered wit, who was banished (as he alleged) by the Victorian 
amplitude of the gowns of the ladies (among whom were Duchesses and 
Ambassadresses) to a little table im the centre of the room, from which he 
cracked his jokes¢as usual in proposing the health of the sixteen bridesmaids, and 
was received with roars ofjlaughter. Dr.. Kalisch was among the guests: and

doubtiess explained wiih his usual seriousnes and suavity to his young pupils, 
who comprised most of the juniors of the family, the significance of the interesting 
ceremony. 


BARMITZVAH. 


Os October 23rd, 1858, a year memorable in Jewish history from the fact 
that Baron Lionel de Rothschild then for the first time was able to take 
the oath and assume the full rights of a member of the British Parliament, 
his youngest son, Leopold, appeared in the midst of the congregation of 
the Great Synagogue, Duke's place, to read bis portion of the Law on the occa. 
sion of his Barmitzvah at the age of thirteen. On the completion of the 


solemnity he received the benediction of the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Nathan 
Adier, and the embrace of his parents. Dr. Adler preached from the 
text, “ Look unto the rock whence ye are hewn, the hollow of the pit whence ye 
are digged. Look unto Abraham your father, and unto Sarah that bare you.” 
(Isaiah), The Chief Rabbi also quoted from the Pentateucha! portion of the day 
wherein Abimelech and Phichol, the chief captain of his host, were related to 
have spoken anto Abraham, saying : “ Swear unto me here by God that thou wilt 
not deal falsely with me nor with my son, nor with my son's son; but according 
to the kindness I have done unto thee thou shalt do unto me, and to the land 
wherein thou hast sojourned.” And Abraham said, “I will swear.” (Gen, xxi.), 
The Chief Rabbi dwelt upon the duties of an Israelite to his country 
as well as to his God, the love of country being considered as prompted 
by a sense of gratitude and also by the religious obligations of 


Judaism. Nor did the young man who that day became a full member of the 
Jewish congregation ever forget his national duties any more than those which he 
owed to his immediate brethren. 


EDUCATION. 


Mr. Leopold's education was not confined to private tuition. He becamea 
pupil of King’s College, London, then under the direction of Dr. Jelf, the father 
of the well-known judge of the High Court, who has now retired from the Bench, 
Many years later, Mr. Leopold had the satisfaction of endowing a scholarship at 
his old school for the encouragement of the study of modern languages, a branch 
of learning which in his opinion was not sufficiently cherished in modern British 
education. He often expressed the opinion that the modern languages are as 
efficient instruments of education as the ancient. His theory was that students 
of the public schools should not be content with such a knowledge of French and 
German as may be sufficient for waiters, but that they should translate into 
Eaglish the best works of foreign lands, inclading Spain, Italy, and Russia; and 
similarly that they should practise composition and conversation in Europeap 
tongues. His own hours at King's College, then mainly a classical school, 
enabled him to take his degree at Cambridge in honours in_ the 
Classical Tripos, though very near the end of ythe list. He assumed 
so little on his own account that it was news to the Baroness Lionel to 
be told by a stranger, some time after his degree, that by taking third-class 
classical honours her soa had obtained seniority over al! those other students of 
his year who had passed merely for the ordinary degree. At Cambridge he was 
entered at Trinity College, and had among his friends Cyril Flower, 
who afterwards married his cousin and became Lord Battersea, and F. W. H. 
Myers, then known as a poet amd afterwards as preacher and psychist, 
In one of his after-dinner speeches later in life, Mr. Leopold confided to his 
audience that at Cambridge he had been a member of the True Blue Club, which. 
he said, was established by Pitt in 1776, Among the toasts, he added, which 
were always honoured in every session in that club with enthusiasm, was that ol 
civil and religious liberty all over the world. After leaving the University, Mr. 
de Rothschild travelled abroad, visiting Russia among other places. He brought 
bome some art treasures, ‘which are still at Gunnersbury, chiefly from the 
Galitzine collection. 

For thirty years he was President of the British School at Brentford, where 
the religion taught was a broad form of Christianity. It was established in 1834, 
but the foundation-stone of its new building was laid in 1859 by his regretted 
sister, Evelina, the wife of Baron Ferdinand. After it had passed under the con- 
trol of the Middlesex County Council, the institution was re-named the Rothschild 
School, in honour of its President. Presiding at the annual distribation of prizes 
in 1906 of this school, Mr. dé Rothschild said that he believed every parent, 
whether Church of England or dissenter, Roman Catholic or Jew, wished his 
chiid to have religious education during school hours. He went on again to 
recommend the study of languages and to declare that Englishmen were behind- 
hand in technical and scientific education. It isto be regretted that his advice 
was not listened to earlier. Since the war, there has been a revolutionary crossing 
over in the great public schools from the classical departments to the modern and 
scientific sides. 

While he thus insisted upon the claims of modern education, Mr. de;Roth- 
schild never forgot those of religious training nor omitted to advocate them 
among the general public or the Jewish community. After Lord Rothschild's 
death, Mr. Leopold assumed the Presidency of the Jews’ Free School and took 
great pleasure in presiding at its meetings and giving a general superintendence 
to its work, 
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SPORT AND SOCIAL LIFE. 


Baron Meyer de Rothschild (owner of Favonius and other famous steeds), was 
in his time the chief representative of the House upon the Turf. His tables 
glittered with magnificent trophies won at Ascot, Epsom, or Newmarket. 
In 1871 he gained so many victories with his swift coursers that the epoch was 
known among racing-men as “the Baron's Year.” At the time of Baron 
Lionel de Rothschild’s death (June 3, 1879) there was a mysterious “Mr. Acton” 
on the Turf who was believed to embody the administrative ability of Mr. 
Leopold, supported: by the wealth and generosity of Baron Lionel. . Acton, it 
may be remembered, is very near to Gunnersbury, and Gunnersbury was the 
favourite seat of the Baron and Baroness andof Mr. Leopold, who became ultimately 
the owner of this magnificently-xept villa (a villa in the Italian sense), where his 
beloved mother lived during the last years of herlife among flowers and pictures, til! 
she passed away with the touching words upon her lips, “ Remember the poor,” 
an injunction never forgotten by her children. — 

There was apparently. some happy augury in the fact that the first 
Rothschild horse which ran at a public race-meeting (in 1852) was 
named “ Leopold.” The Rothschild colours, blue and yellow, known not only at 
Newmarket and Epsom, but on the whips and coaches of the Loadon "busmen, 
to whom annual gifts of pheasants, etc., were made, were always popular. 
Mr. Leopold, at Palace House, Newmarket, often had the honour of 
entertaining King -Edward VII., both as Prince of Wales and afterward’ 
as King. Mr. Arthur Balfour was also among his guests. He was a member of 
the Jockey Club, and thus was regularly bidden to Marlborough House and 
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1898, when he won close upon £40,000. The sums are an index to success, 
but it will be remembered that, like his uncle, Baron Meyer, he did not race for 
profit ; and the amounts of the winnings are quoted chiefly to show the succes® 
which rewarded his endeavours to improve the stock of British bors«s as his 
brother, Lord Rothschild, improved that of British cattle. 


HOMELY WORDS AND THINGS. 


Introducing his characteristic Hebrew humour into sport, he named a horse 
“The Chosan,” because (we imagine) it was destined to be mated with useful 
mares and to become the sire of other famous winners. The Rothchilds have 
always been fond of the argot, which isso expressive arelic of Yiddish among our 
anglicised Jewish population, and when one of their agents abroad wished to 
telegraph to them that the end of a great war was in sight, he adopted the 
cryptic but suggestive phrase, “ Mr. Sholem is arriving,” the proper name being 
the distortion, hallowed by daily use, of the Hebrew word for Peace. The cus- 
toms as well as the words which are familiar to our readers were equally dear 
to him. If you went into his room at the time of the Tabernacle festival, you were 
pretty sure to find it fragrant with the citron (Ethrog), and ornamented ‘with 
boughs of goodly trees, branches of palm trees (Lulabim), and the boughs of 
myrtle trees (Hadassim). With his brother, Lord Rothschild, be often headed 


‘the long list of “New Year Greetings,” in which readers of the JEWISH 


CHRONICLE on the solemn occasion of Rosh Hashana use our columns for sending 
annually their cordial wishes to friends and to all persons of goodwill. 
It was not merely as a breeder and owner of racehorses that he supporied the 


Buckingham Palace for the annual dinners given by the King to that distinguished _ national amusements. With Lord: Rothschild he was joint master of the Rotb-

society, attending also at more intimate receptions offered by King Edward and by our 
present gracious Sovereign King George V. From the lists of guests at fashionable 
dinner parties it occasionally appears that countervailing hospitalities were 
offered to the sex less usually concerned with racing. For example, while Mr. de 
Rothschild dined at Buckingham Palace, Mrs. de Rothschild went to a banquet 
at the Duchess of Devonshire’s to meet the Queen. 

When their eldest son, now Major Lionel de Rothschild, came of age, 
a large number of members of the Whaddon Chase Hunt assembled at 
Ascott, and Mr. H. M. Roberts, in presenting on behalf of 150 subscribers, 
to Mr. Lionel de Rothschild a battery of guns as a mark of their esteem, 
emphasised the generous way in which the Rothschild family backed up 
the interests of sport in the pleasant Vale of Aylesbury. Near his house of Ascott 
was the home of the famous South Court Stud, where so many swift and endur- 
ing racehorses had been born and bred, and he owned other celebrated stables at 
Newmarket. He used to quote as an illustration of the umcertainty of builders’ 
estimates the fact that when he was adding to his southern stables he received 
two estimates of the cost of carrying out his architect's specifications, both pre- 
pared by eminent firms; and one was exactly double the amount of the other. 

In 1904 Mr. de Rothschild won the Derby bimself with St. Amant, who bad 
previous'y gained the Two Thousand Guineas at Newmarket, Mr. Joel's St. 
Denis was third. Mr. de Rothschild had been narrowly disappointed, afew years 
before, with St. Frusquin, the sire of St. Amant, who took second place. One 
evening paper, on its contents bill, described the result as “a popular victory,” 
and another expressed its satisfaction in the words “ Hurrah for the blue and 
yellow.” The event marked the culmination of a peculiarly successful period in 
Mr. Leopold's racing career. According to estimates which were published at 
the end of the previous season, Mr. de Rothschild in 1903 won thirty-five races, 
worth £18 636, a total which he had only twice exceeded during his long connec- 
ticn with the Turf, viz., in 1896, when his winnings amounted to £46,766, and in 


schild staghounds (with which King Edward hunted in 1888). He had some 
experience of shooting, though he submitted to be called “a bad shot.” He 
drove his phaeton and (later on) his motor-car. Indeed, though he had not s° 
great a share in introducing into England from France the motor-car, as was taken 
by the present Sir David Salomons, Mr. Leopold was early in recognising its 
indispensability. Some owners of horses cherished a lasting grudge against the 
new locomotion. Mr. Leopold not only used the autocar, but exerted his 
influence towards making the laws which regulated motoring more reasonable and 
less oppressive. Ina letter to the Times in October, 1902, he ventured, “as an 
old roadster,” to ask for that consideration towards motor drivers which is called, 
in common parlance, the courtesy of the road, He could recall several occasions 
when he had met with the greatest discourtesy as a motorist, without in the leas; 
deserving it, although when he had been driving horses such a thing never 
happened to him. He believed (he wrote) in the future of motors as increasing 
immensely the enjoyment of our daily life, as a useful means of locomotion, and a 
valuable addition to the industries of the country. Lord Ribblesdale rejoined & 
with courteous raillery, but the speed limit was raised, and the motor-car fortunately § 
developed .in England to such an extent before the war that we were not without 
its aid when we had to fight for our lives in great land-battles with the help of 8 
“Tanks” and armoured automobiles. 
HIS MARRIAGE, | 
It was at the age of thirty-six, in 1881, that"Mr. Leopold made his fortunate | 
marriage with Marie, daughter of the Chevalier Achille Perugia, of Trieste, who 
survives him. Mrs. Arthur Sassoon was born a Perugia, and was then in the 
zenith of her brilliant career as a leader of London Society. The marriage of her 
younger sister was as happy as her own—which is saying much. Mr. de Rothschild 
duly made his appearance at the Central Synagogue on a Sabbath in Shebat, 564] 
(January, 1881), was called to the reading of the Law, uttered the prescribed 
blessings, and made more than the usual offerings. @ The wedding in the same 
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apuagogus on Wednesday, 19th January, 1881, was a magnificent and impressive 
g@eremony. One of the legal witnesses to the civil contract was H.R.H. the Price 
of Wales, afterwards King Edward VII., who sat between Lady Rothschild and 
Lord Rose , and repeatedly declared the service to be most interesting to him. 
Despite one of the severest snowstorms of the season, nearly a thousand persons 
thronged the nave and galleries of the Central Synagogue. The service was 
choral, and the building was magnificently decorated with the scarlet bracts of 
poimeecttias and such other graceful plants as are procurable in the cold of a British 
January. It was said that Messrs. Veitch had supplied nobody else for a week in 
order te accumulate floral decorations. While Dr. Hermann Adler was 
preseat, and brought the regrets of his father, the then Chief Rabbi, who 
was ill, the ceremony was performed (as principal celebrant) by the 
Rev. A. L. Green, the beloved minister of this synagogue, the foundation- 
stone of which had been laid by Baron Lionel de Rothschild in 1869. The bride 
looked exquisitely well in her simple costume without jewels, and the bride- 


groom wore the silk talith (prayer-scarf), elaborately embroidered with 
his monogram aad with true lovers’ knots. The falith had been 
preseated to him, according to orthodox custom, by the bride. 


The weddiag breakfast was given by Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Sassoon, at 2, Albert 
Gate, whese their spacious reception rooms were brilliant with distinguished 
guests. The Prinee of Wales himself proposed the health of the bride and 
bridegroom; and Mr. Leopeld in replying said: “I believe it is unusual 
to talk ef one’s self, but on an occasiom like this one may be permitted to say a 
few words.” Having thus prepared us for an egotistical declaration, he 
went om te make a short speech, of which very little did, in fact, refer to 
himself, but most ef it comprised his natural and affectionate praise gf others: 
“I have bad the kindest of fathers, the best of mothers, the dearest brothers and 
sisters. I will omly hope that.I shall make my dear wife as happy as I have 
been.” Then Lord Beaconsfield spoke and then the Frince of Wales again, and 
the loving pair left for Ascott, although it was said that the snowdrifts there were 
four feet deep. The presents had been seen on the Sunday before at 
Mr. Alfred de Rothschild’s house, Seamore Place, Mayfair, where he 
was sometimes the neighbour, occasionally for weeks together the host, of 
Lord Beacensfield. They included gifts from the mother of the bridegroom of 
the four rows of great pearis with diamond and emerald ornaments which 
ghe was lomg accustomed to wear and a wealth of jewels given by the bridegroom to 
his bride. The Prince of Wales's present was a silver ewer and basin of repoussé 
work. The members of Tattersall’'s sent aservice of plate. At Seamore Place 
also, on the might which followed the wedding, Mr. Alfred de Rothschild gave a 
grand ball, and the Heir to the Throne was again numbered among the guests. 
There were banquets elsewhere, at ofe at which the Hon. Robert Grimston pre. 
sided over the geatlemen hunting in the Vale of Aylesbury; others offered to the 
clerks at New Ceurt, to the tenants on the then Siz Nathaniel de Rothschild's 
estate in Buckinghamshire, and also at Newmarket. Many charitable gilts were 
made by the bridegroom. At the Jewish Soup Kitchen there was-an extra dis- 
tribution of seven hundred loaves; the weekly pensioners of Baroness Lione] 
received double the usual amount. The Sephardi charities were cared for by Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Sassoon. Spending his honeymoon at Ascott, Mr. Leopold was able 
to go over on the Sabbath following his wedding to Trimg Park where his nephew 
Lionel Walter, now Lord Rothschild, celebrated his Barmitzvah. Mr. Leopold 
was among those. called to the reading of the Law, and thus carried out an 
aacient Jewish custom which in recent years has fallen into disuse, that a newly- 
wedded bridegroom should be one of those “ called up” on the Sabbath following 
his marriage as well as on that preceding it. 

It would be less than justice to part with Mr. Arthur Sassoon, with whom 
Mr. de Rothschild became by his marriage a closer ally than ever, without 
referring toa fine appreciation by Mr. de Rothschild of his steady friend and good 
brother-in-law. The pages of the JEwish CHRONICLE were honoured on the 15th 
March, 1912, with a valued article (which need no longer be anonymous) by Mr. 
Leepeld on his friend and connection, Mr. Arthur Sassoon, who h d passed away 
peacefully after a short illness. The lines were the more touching because they 
were written at a moment when Mr. Leopold's own life had been recently placed 
in jeopardy by a most regrettable attempt upon him, the history of which is 
shortly given below. The present is a peculiarly appropriate occasion to quote a 
few words from this touching memoir which, though written by Mr. de Rothschild 
of Mr. Sassoon, will be seen to apply as forcibly to Mr. Leopold bimself :— 


“ Gentle aad unassuming, wanting nothing for himself and kindly disposed to 
“ everyone, he had gradually won the esieem and affection of all who knew him. 
“The members of his family looked up to him, went to him for advice, and loved 
“him devotedly. 

“The late King Edward VII. honoured Mr. Sassoon with his friendship. 
“it was delightful to see the relations between the sovereign and the subject, and 
“the King’s perfect reliance on the devotion and affection of his friend. It must 
“have been a great pleasure to Mr. Sassoon to realise that King George had the 
“same feelings towards him as His Majesty's beloved father. 

“ His life was simple, full of charity and goodwill to all—a man whose memory 
“ will be revered and whose example should be an incentive to us all.” 

PHILANTHROPY AND FINANCE. 


Of the chief occupations of Leopold de Rothschild’s life as banker and 
philanthropist it is impossible to write adequately. The work at New Court does 
not often lend itself to dramatic cowps like the purchase of the Suez Canal shares, 
in which his eldest brother and his father were principally concerned, or the 
prompt succour in the Baring crisis when bis own concurrence was at once given 
to his two brothers; but more and more Mr. Leopold become the trusted 
couacillor of his brothers im the multifarious questions with which the rulers of a 
leading house of business have to deal. 

The Rothschild coat-of-arms contains the lion of the tribe of Judah and a 
pand holdimg five arrows, which typify the five sons of old Anselm Rothschild, 
who settled in as many great cities, N. M. Rothschild coming first to Manchester 
and afterwards to London. In two generations of the Rothschilds in our own 
country, it would have been more appropriate had the arrows been three in 
number, for in successive generations there were three brothers who administered 
the affairs of the great firm with strict regard to the motto of the house, “ Concord, 
Integrity, Industry.” Though he hunted on Mondays in the season, Mr. Leopold 
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years, those who feared that Lord Rothschild himself would be too bed to listen, 
counted with certainty upon the mild and gentle interposition of Mr. Leopold. 
who never spoke a hasty word nor frowned upon a deserving application. Many 
were the wedding or Barmitzvah presents, the private and public benevolences, 
which he himself made, or influenced the making of, from his brothers with him- 
self, and he was equally ready to give those recommendations which have a greater 
than money value. 

In his earlier years he steadily refused to assume any office in charitable or 
religious institutions, declining with a kind of modesty to put himself forward ia 
these matters, and preserving his time for his social and benevolent functions 
without any actual position as an administrator. He made these refusals so strict 
a rule thatin Asher Myers's Jewish Directory, published in 1874, containing a list 
of all persons holding official posts ip the Anglo-Jewish community, his name 
does not occur. It is verydifferent in the latest edition of the JewisuH YEAR Beok. 
But he became Treasurer of the Board of Guardians in 1879 (succeeding his 
brother), and on the death of the same ‘brother, Lord Rothsohild, two years ago 
(om 1915) he felt still more strongly that duty required him t@carry on the communal 
work of that eminent peer. He was an executor, and gave the widest and most 
devoted interpretation to the trust. He immediately accepted the Presidency 
of the Council of the United Synagogue, and co-operated personally or by 
his exhortations to others to fill the important place in Jewish and the general 
life which had been left vacant, and to prevent worthy causes from suffering by 
any long-continued want of direction. Itis to be feared that he added very 
greatly, perhaps excessively, to his labours by his courageous assumption of new 
responsibilities. His interest in the War and all events connected with it which in 
any way could affect Jewish interests was phenomenal. It follows that in the Russian 
Revolution he was intensely interested, and he expressed hisdeep thankfulness 
that he had been spared to see the political liberation there of our coreligionists, 
The letter which he addressed to the editor of this journal abo ut the leading 
article on the Russian Revolution that appeared in our columns, and a portion of 
which we reproduce now in facsimile, will give some indication ef the keen 
attention he paid to that great happening. When the Russian Liberty Loas was 
announced, he telegraphed a subscription of a million roubles. 

It is utterly impossible to enumerate his public benefactions, the more so that 
they were often studiously concealed. His interest in horticulture was evidenced 
by his giving £500 towards building the new Horticultural Hall, to which bis 
brother, Lord Rothschild, gave. £1,000. Looking through public records one 
sees for example that a Nonconformist congregation chapel at Acton gets a site 
for a chapel from him, and that a vicar in Bucks who had lost the most generous 
parishioner who worshipped in his church found a substitute in Mr. Leopold, 
The kindly Christian member of the congregation who had died was accustomed 
to miake an annual gift of 4100 towards securing a curate’s help; for there were 
two churches to work. Mr. Leopold, who was a neighbour though not a congre- 
gant, learned what had happened. While out riding he met the vicar, turned his 
,orse’s head and said: “ Vicar, 1 hear poor Charlie used to give you £100 a year 
to help to maintain your church services. I should be sorry to see them suffer — 
threugh his death. Be pleased to accept the same from me.” When he was present 
at a Harrow Speech Day, it turned out from the incidental observations of Dr: 
Wood, then headmaster, that “the increased accommodation of the Sanatorium is 
due to the extraordinary generosity of that good friend of the school, Mr. Leopold 
de Rothschild.” His unfailing support of our own charities need not be recalled. 
Like other philanthropists he rot only gave himself but was the cause of giving in 
others. When he presided at the festivals of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum or at other such gatherings, large cellections were made, and om such 
occasions his friends bad more than once the opportunity of increasing their dona- 
tions out of sheer desire to give him pleasure and do him honour. This happened 
first when the deplorable attempt to assassinate him was committed, and again when 
he was celebrating his 70th birthday. On the latter happy octasion (November 
22nd, 1915), readers of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, beaded by Queen Alexandra 
and the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hertz. made him a birthday present of an 
amount exceeding £2,000, which Mr. Leopold immediately transferred te 
the funds for. the Relief of Jewish War Victims. He established 
an infirmary on his estate at Ascott, and presented a hospital to the 
Tring Rural Council; and Mrs. de Rothschild and he always took 
the warmest personal interest in a thousand ways of relieving distress and 
assisting honourable exertion in the pleasant rural district in which they dwelt, 
In 1903 the festivities in connection with the coming of age of his eldest son, 
Major Lionel, provided a suitable occasion for hospitality. There was a 
county ball to 800 of the gentry, headed by the Duke and Duchess of Bedford, and 
the Earl and Countess Brownlow ; but perhaps the most interesting function was 
one which strikingly showed the unity of the family and their immediate 
retainers. It was a joint ball given at Ascott to the Mentmore and Ascott house- 
holds by the Earl of Rosebery and Mr. Leopold, with Mr. Alfred's band from 
Halton to play for the dancing: 

HIS LIFE ATTEMPTED. 


A distressing incident in his charitable career, for it was really to his and his 
amily’s philanthropy that Mr. Leopold de Rothschild owed the unfortunate 
occurrence, was his being attacked in March, 1912 , by a person of disordered 
intellect, a young Jew, whom the House had previously assisted. Soon 
after five on the evening of Monday, March 5th, Mr. Leopold left his office — 
to drive home in his motor-car to Ascott. He entered the large closed motor- 
brougham, but the car was brought to a standstill in St. Swithin's Lane owing 
to traffic, when a man, who had been standing on the pavement opposite the 
arched entrance to New Court, stepped forward and fired point blank at Mr. 
Leopold. A plain clothes policeman, Charles Berg, sprang forward and got hold 
of the man. The constable himself received the next shot, and the determined 
assailant mounted the footboard again and repeatedly fired at the occupant of the 
vehicle, fogtunately without result. The man was prosecuted and the unhappy 
state of his mind ascertained. Mr. Berg was carefully tended and rewarded for 
his devotion. Ten days later Mr. Leopold, presiding at the dinner of the Jews’ 
Hospital and Orpham Asylum, said : “TI owe my life entirely to that man Berg, 
whose example is a noble one. He saw I was in danger; he crossed in hot haste, 
and the shot meant for me and which might have killed me, passed through his 
throat. I saw him yesterday in the hospital. He said—and it was true—‘y

Mr. de Rothschild was in 1902 a member 
of the Special Committeeof the New 
West End Synagogue (the first stone of 
which he had laid about twenty-five 
years earlier) formed to arrange the 
presentation of a portrait to Sir Samuel 
Montagu (afterwards first Lord Swayth- 
ling) on the attainment by that eminent 
man of his seventieth year. In his admir- 
able address at the actual giving of the 
portrait towards the end of the following | 
year (1903) Mr. de Rothschild said that 
though he himself had laid the founda- 
tion-stone, Sir Samuel had established the 
corner-stone by his constant attendance, 
by his attachment to his religion and by 


his great solicitude forbis poorer brethren. | ~ 
Sir Samuel, replying, observed that none 


of them were surprised to find Mr. Leopold 
de Rothschild thoughtful and sympathetic, 
it was his méticr.

CHRONICLE presented him with the birth- 
day present to which we have already 
referred, and which was handed over at 
once to the Funds for the Relief of the 
Jewish Victims of the War.

We understand that soon after his seventieth birthday he arranged for the pro- 
auction of an authentic history of his family.

Leopold,” the surname Rothschild taken 
for granted. The little Ascott property, 
then but a few acres, was given to Mr. 
Leopold in the seventies by his father, 
and has been studiously developed since. 
The great wide chimney piece of 
the old house is still preserved with 
other precious arcliwological details, 
but the long two-storied country-house 
, bas been constantly added to, always ia 
the pretty half-timbered style. Me. 
Leopold was a great horticulturist. and 

. the art of the gardener has been impressed 
into the service of the’ architect. Creen 
leaves, interspersed at certain times of the 
year with gorgeous blossoms, diversify the 
walls and make a bowery loveliness from 
which you may hear, or imagine you hear, 
in the water-garden “the brooks of Eden 
mazily murmuring.” The old yeoman’s 
Elizabethan dwelling — still 
lovely views similar to those upon which 
the poet Cowper used to look in hs 
rambles. Old English furniture is still 
the staple of the contents, much of it 
acquired in pleasant drives about the 
neighbourhood, for Bucks, the county of 
beeches, is, and long has been, a county 
of furniture-makers. There are still in 
the gardens, among rare specimen 


bushes of great beauty and price, some 
of the sweet cherry and apple trees 


of the old orchard. Motoring through 
the Buckinghamshire lanes the visitor 
sees in the cottage gardens fine old 
yews clipped into the semblance of a 
peacock, a fox, and many other quaint 
representations, and Mr. de Rothschild ; 
following the local custom with added 
means, moral material, has 
rioted in the luxury of clipped yew-hedges. 
We have in earlier numbers reproduced 
photographs of these charming grounds, 
including the ‘great bronze fountain 
on the south front. The domain is 
full of turf and green grass pats. 
famous evergreen sundial has, or lately 
had, the figures in go'den yew with each 
corner bed in the semblance of a heart, 
while golden yew leaves repeated the 
motto: “Light-and shade b, turns, buy 
Love always.” Half the ramblers and climbers of Japan and Versailles are repre- 
sented among the roses. which wreath the uprights and lintels of the long iealy per- 
golas. These have been rather the care of Mrs. de Rothschild. Mr. de Kothse!h:'d 
is reputed to have loved especially the water-garden and the rock-garden, choicest 
specimens from which, with delicious representations of bits of their habitat, have 
been seen occasionally at London flower shows, together with dhe famous 
Malmaison carnations. It was not only to the fashionable exiibitions at Sonh 
Kensington, Regent's Park, the Temple, Holland House, or Battersea that Mr. ce 
Rothschild sent beautiful flowers. The choicest specimens of his gardens or his 
greenhouses often decorated collections in the East Ead of London or in the 
towns and villages near his residences. The nymphcas and ulve, whic’ 
bloomed or flourished in the trickling water-courses of his country houses, were 
not only lovely but were often precious and rare. Manya gold medal has gone to 
the clever gardeners responsible for the upkeep of all this floral beauty, and 


. there has been keen, if friendly, competition between Ascott and Gunnersbury. 


It was to his beloved estate at Ascott that Mr. Leopold retired when his 


of this or that fine country mansion,. the’ : 
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bronchial troubles became serious, and there that, notwithstanding the care of 
his devoted wife and family, under whose direction the resources of medica! 
Science were exhausted, he passed away to the great regret of the country- 
side, of his numerous friends throughout the Empire, and especially of his core- 
ligionists, of whom he had become, since his brother's death, the honoured 
jeader in all good works. 


HONOURS AND DESCENDANTS. 


Mr. de Rothschild was an M.A. of Cambridge (taking his degree in che name 
of Leopold Lionel de Rothschild), a member of the Lieutenancy of the City of 
London, J.P. and D.L. for Buckieghamshire, a Companion of the Victorian Order 
(1902), and President of the Order of Mercy, to which also Mrs. de Rothschild 
belongs. He was President of the United Synagogue (to which office he 
succeeded on the death of his brother, the late Lord Rothschild), a Vice- 
President of the Anglo-Jewish Association and of the Board of Deputies, 
President of the Jews’ Free School, President of the Jewish Emigrants 
Information Bureau, President of the Fund for the Relief of the Victims of War 
in Russia, one of the Treasurers of the Jewish Board of Guardians, and a member 
of the Board of Management of the Central Synagogue. He was a member of 
the Jockey Club™the Turf, the Marlborough, the Bachelors , and other clubs. 

Mrs. de Rothschild survives ber husband, as do the three children of the 
marriage. The eldest son is Major Lionel Nathan de Rothschild. M.A. of 
Cambridge, J.P. for Bucks, Major in the Buckinghamshire Yeomanry, who has 
been MP. for the Aylesbury Division ef Buckinghamshire (a seat which, under 
varying titles and with varying areas, has been long held by his family) since 


January, 1910. He was born on the 26th January, 1882, married on the 
8th October, 1912, Marie Louise, younger daughter of the late Edmond 
Beer of Paris, and has issue. Major de Rothschild is the well-known 


military representative at the City Tribunal. He succeeded his uncle, the first 
Lord Rothschild, as a Warden of the Great Synagogue. The second son is 
Major Evelyn Achille, of the Bucks Yeomanry, born 6th January, 1556, Senior 
Treasurer of the United Synagogue, who, as announced in our columns a week 
Or two ago, has been nominated one of the Vice-Presidents of the institution in 
. place of the late Albert Jessel. The third son is Captain Anthony (named after 
. the first Baronet) who was head-boy of Harrow in his day, took the first'prize for 
English literature in the foundation of Lord St. Helier in 1906, and is nowa 
Lieutenant in the Bucks Yeomanry. He was born 27th January, 1557. 


THE FUNERAL. 

The remains of Mr. Leopold de Rothschild were reverently laid to rec¢ 
yesterday morning at the Willesden Cemetery, the interment being in the 
Rothschild» Enclosure of that burying place, the sepulchre of his father and 
mother, Baron and Baroness Lionel de Rothschild, his sister, Baroness 
Alphonse de Rothschild, ard his brother, the frst Lord Rothschild. The 
funeral, which took place at 11.45, wasvery numerously aticnded, most of the lead. 
ing men in the Community being present, a'l the Anglo-Jewish institutions with 
which Mr. Leopold had been in any way connected being represented, as were 
also several other Jewish and non-Jewish organisations. Among others who 
aitended were 

Sir Charles Cust, representing Their Majesties the King and Queen ; the Earl 
of Rosebery, Lord Knollys, Lord Lurgan, Hon. Neil Peimrose, M.P., Hon. Marry 
Stonor, Mr. W.H. Rochifort Maguire, and Col. Grant. The Chief Rabbi (who took 
part in the service) and the Haham were also present, as was likewise the Rev. 
Francis Tatham, vicar of Wing, Leighton Buzzard. Among the near relatives 
attending were two sons, Major Lionel and Capt. Anthony de Rothschild (Major 
Evelyn de Rothschild, the third son, is abroad on military duties), Lord Roth- 


schild, Mr. James de Rothschild, and MM. Maurice and Robert de Rothschild 


(Paris). 

The service was most impressively conducted by the Rev. Emanuel Spero, 
the Chief Rabbi reading (in English) the 0 D5 NPD 2M, and the Kaddish being 
recited by the two sons present. 
had upon it a fragrant wreath of malmaison carnations and lilies of the valley, 
After the first part of the service had been read in the Hall, there was placed 
upon the coffin a wreath from Mr. Alfred de Rothschild (who was unable to be 
present on account of his health), composed entirely of lilies of the valley. Upon 
it was the following inscription in Mr. Alfred's own hand-writing : 

“ 30th May, 1917.—In affectionate remembrance of my beloved Leopold from 
bis broken-hearted brother,—ALFRED.” 

The large concourse of mourners and ithe expressions and manifestations 
. of sorrow that were evident on all bands were notable. 
some measure the love and respect in which Mr. Leopold was held by all, 
and the sense of personal bereavement which his passing away has occasioned 
among all classes. 


The Rev. Morris Joseph was prevented from attending the funeral owing to 
official duties. 


We are asked to say that Mr. Louis Davidson was unable to be present on 
account of the state of bis health. 


Sir Stuart Samuel, President of the Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables, 
was unable to be present at Willesden, but attended at the house. 


MEMORIAL SERVICE. 


A memorial service for the late Mr. Leopold de Rothschild will be held a 
the Central Synagogue, Great Portland Street, on Thursday afternoon next, at 
half past three. To-morrow, the Chief Rabbi, who will occupy the pulpit at the 
Central Synagogue, will pay a tribute to the memory of Mr. de Rothschild.

Rothschild did. His greatest happiness was to give pleasure. To arrange 
differences and to make peace; well was he called “the Peace Maker.”

I called his attention to the fact 
that he was not sending any name with his present. He replied: “ Of course not, 
‘she will enjoy it all the more, wondering who sent it her.” Such was the nature

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A TRIBUTE BY MR. MAURICE JACOBS, M.A. 


“Mr. Leopold's " memury is so deeply rooted in the grateful hearts of al) 
his coreligionists that no eulogy, however adequate, is needed to make us realise 
our great loss. It was my privilege, as tutor to his sons. to gain a close 
acquaintance with his charming personality. What impressed me most in his 
character was his pride of race and faith, and the consciousness of the duties and 
responsibilities of the Jew to the world in which he lived. On an old exercise 
book which I found at Gunnersbury he had written his name, “Leopold de 
Rothschild, a Jew.” This was in the late ‘fifties or early ‘sixties, when be was a 
Student at King's College, and I wonder how many of us have had the 
courage to assert and proclaim our creed so spontaneously and courageously 
in the Public Schools even later and in more favoured times. Himself 
the pupil of a distinguished Jew, Dr. M. Kalisch, he chose a Jewish tutor 
for his sons when it was by no means the fashion. But he knew and well appre. 
ciated the great difficulties of Jewish University men ia finding scholastic appoint- 
ments, and he hoped that his example wou'd be followed in our community. 
Mr. Leopold will always be known as the great peacemaker. I well remember 
him long ago at a village meeting when feeling ran high between Church and 
Chapel. “Some of you go to church, others to chapel. I am a Jew and go to 
my synagogue. We areal! of us siriving to make our way to heaven. Cannot 
we ail do our best to help one another and to make each other happy while on 
earth?” His appeals never failed, for they went straight from beart to heart. 
Those who were present at the election of the Chief Rabbi can never forget his 
powerful appeal for péace in the community. His speech was quite imprompiu. 
He told me that he only intend-d speaking at the end of the proceedings to move 
a vote of thanks to Albert Jessel, but 1 begged him to tise much sooner, and by 
his sheer earnestness he made a profound impression and calmed the delegates. 
Mr. de Rothschild, always jealous of the honour of his community, thought that 
the best antidote to anti-Semitism would be the publication of a book briefly 
enumerating the services great Jews have rendered the world. When this book 
comes to be written no nam? will rank higher than his own for devotion to 
humanity. 


JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER. 


A special meeting of the General Committee of the Shelter was held on 
Wednesday last for the purpose of passing a resolution of sympatby with Mrs. 
Leopold de Rothschild on the death of her husband. 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU, who presided, said that the Shelter, in common 
with the whole of Jewry, was keenly feeling the removal from its midst of one of 
its noblest and best friends. It was impossible for him to forget the great interest 
Mr. Leopeld de Rothschild always took in the affairs of the Shelter, particularly 
in the years 1904 and 1905, when the Institution was faced with a crisis by the 
sudden influx of thousands of refugees. He then visited the Shelter almost daily 
and personally assisted in placing the refugees in good positions either in Canada 
or in the Argent'ne. He (Mr. Landau) still remembered how happy their deceased 
colleague was when he succ2eded in obtaining work in the Argentine for a large 
number of those unfortunate people at the rate of ten francs per day and their 
keep. With regard to his work during the recent criss, it would take a number of 
volumes to describe his z2al, energy, and mumificence in coping with it. Mr. 
Landau moved the following resolution, which was unanimously passed :— 


Resolved that the Hon. Officers and Committee of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter 


convey their heartfelt sympathy with Mrs. Leopo d de Rothschild and the members .of 
the family in the irreparabie loss she and they have sustained by the demise of the much 
beloved Vice President of the Institution, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild. The interest he 
at all times evinced in the welfare of the Shelter, his untiring zea! for the amelioration 
ot the condition of its inmates, his unbounded generosity, and his sympathy with every 


philanthropic movement, Jewish or non-Jewish, can never be forgotten. The Committee 
can only pray and hope that.the affection and veneration in which he wae held, may, with 
the grace of God, afford some consolat’on to all the members of his family,

In the letter you have published, the question also is raised of a chartered 
company. We Zionists have always felt that if Palestine is to be colonised by the 
Jews some machinery must be set up to receive the immigrants, settle them on the 
land, and to develop the land, and to be generally a directing agency. Ican only 
again emphasise that we Zionists have no wish for privileges at the expense of 
Other nationalities, but only desire to be allowed to work out our destinies side by 
side with other nationalities in an autonomous State under the suzerainty of one 
of the Allied Powers.

The President of the English Zionist Federation addressed the following 
letter to the Times -— 


Sirk,—lI trust that you will hermit me, as President of the English Zion st 
Federation, to make:a brief comment upon the letter signed by Messrs. Alexander 


and Montefiore, which you have published. I have no desire to ask for space in 


your columns to examine with what justification these two gentlemen and the 
school they speak for claim that they bave always hoped and worked for a Jewish 
regeneration in Palestine. But 1 am anxious to correct two statements which might 


possibly generate serious misconception in the minds of those not well informed 
as to Zionism and Zionist projects. 


1. It may possibly be inconvenient to certain individual Jews that the JewS 
constitute a nationality. Whether the Jews do constitute a nationality is, how. 
ever, not a catter to be decided by the convenience of this or that individual 
It is strictly a qyestion of fact. The fact that the Jews are a nationality is attested 
by t' e conviction of the overwhelming majority of Jews througbout all ages right 
to the present time, a conviction which has always been shared by non-Jews in 
all countries. 

2. The Zionists are not demanding in Palestine monopolies or exclusive 
privileges, nor are they asking that any part of Pa'estine should be administered 
by a chartered company to the detriment of ot! ers. It always was and remains 
a cardinal principle of Zionism as a democratic movement that all races and sects 
n Palestine should enjoy full justice and liberty, and Zionists are confident that 
the new suzerain whom they hope Palestine will acquire as a result of the war 
will, in its administration of the country, be guided by the same principle. 

In conclusion I should like to express my regret that there should be even 
two Jews who think it their duty to exert such influence as they may command 
against the realisation of a hope which has sustained the Jewish nation through 
2,000 years of exile, persecution, and temptation.

The Chief Rabb: insists that the statement of the Conjoint 
Committee does not represent in the least the views held “either by Anglo-Jewry 
as a whole or by the Jewries of the Oversea Dominions ” 

Authoritative declarations such as these dicpose of the contention that Zionism 
is not representative of Jewish asp rations. We believe it in fact to embody the 
feelings of the great bulk of Jewry everywhere. The interest of the world outside 
Jewry is that these aspirations, in so far as they may be susceptible of realisation, 
should be fairly faced on their merits. It is too often imagined that the Jewish 
question can be solved by the mere removal of al! artificial restrictions 
upon Jewish aclivities. Even a superficial acquaintance with the conditions 
of life in the congested Jewish communities of Galicia and Russia suggests 
the inadequacy of that solution. The truth is that the Jewish question 
cannot be exhaustively defined either in terms of religion or of race. It has 
important social, economic, financial, and political sides. The importance 
of the Zionist movement—apart from its territorial aspect—is that it has fired 
with a new ideal millionsof poverty-stricken Jews cooped up in the gheitoes of the 
Old World and the New. It bas tended to make Jews proud of their race and to 
claim recognition, as Jews, in virtue of the eminent services rendered by Jewry to 
the religious development and civilisation of mankind. Only an imaginary 
nervousness suggests that the realisation of territorial Zionism, in some form, 
would cause Christendom to round on the Jews and say, ‘Now you have a land 
of your own, gotoit'” The Jews who feel themselves to be British, French, or 
American would, doubtless, tend to identify themselves more than ever with the 
lands of their political allegiance and to become more and more a solely religious 
community. 
among Jews in the past would become increasingly discredited. The international 
solidarity of Jews would undoubtedly persist—though, with a lessening of the 
danger of religious persecution, the leading Jews of all countries might feel freer 
to make a public stand against tendencies which sometimes bring the Jewish 
name into disrepute. We note with satisfaction the assurance of the Conjoint 
Committee that, if their specific misgiv ngs can be removed, “they will be pre- 
pared to co-operate in securing for Zionist Organisations the united support of 
Jewry.” Itisin this direction, we believe, that progress lies.

Their [the Conjoint Committee's] case is briefly that the Jews are not a 
“ homeless” race, and that Judaism is not a nationality, but a religion. A British 
Jew, if we understand their position, is simply an Englishman, as a British 
Baptist or a British Wesleyan is. Apart from this disputable contention, their 
practical point is that if some Jews had a national State of their own, the rest 
of the dispersed Jews would be less secure in their rights as citizens, and would be 
stamped as “ strangers.”

Utterly unreasonable as such an argument 
would be, Jews know the limits of Christian tolerance, and it is poss ble that 
these fears have some little basis, though we should be sorry to think that our 
enlightenment is so precarious. The practical effect of this manifesto is clearly 


‘that if we feel disposed to conquer and annex Palestiae we must not flatter 


ourselves that we have any positive mandate from the Jews to do it on their behalf, 
None the less, we cherish the hope that for the sake of the very numerous 
body of Jews who are not, and do not want to be, assimilated and absorbed, 
an international régime may be possible in Palestine, which would secure a 
cultural focus for Hebrew Nationalism.

Most of us can afford to regard a discussion of the question of whether 
jewish nationality is or is not purely a mutter of religion with detachment, 


The rapid changes of nationality that bave been so noticeable. 
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if not complete impartiality. Even so, it is strange that such a discussion has 
arisen in the heart of Jewry, since it is a deeply-rooted Gentile belief, which the 
Jews themselves have done everything to encourage, that a return from the exile 
of ages and a glorious rehabilitation in the Promised Land are the ideals of the 
race. It is to be confessed that facts have sometimes appeared to contradict this 
belief. In those lands in which the Jew has been treated as an adopted son, 
scarcely to be differentiated in external conditions from the children of the family, 
he has not shown discontent with his environment. He has prospered and contri- 
buted to the prosperity of the countries in which his religious system 
declared him to be an exile, and as his control over the finances of every nation 
has expanded, it may have sometimes struck observant people that, considering 
the depth and sincerity of his faith in the destiny of Israel he did 
less, by way of controlling and influencing the despotic rulers of 
Palestine, than probably the son of Hachaliah would have attempted . . 
All this notwithstanding, it is fairly clear that if the Jews do not want 
to get back to Palestine, if a favourable opportunity should come with the 
lifting of the Ottoman curse, the world will have some difficulty in reconciling 
Jewish aspirations and professions with Jewish conduct. Messrs. Alexander and 
Montefiore argue that the establishment of a Jewish nationality in Palestine would 
be “founded on atheory of Jewish homelessness,” and would stamp the Jews as 
Strangers in their native lands, “‘undermining their hard-won position as 
Citizens and nationals of those lands.” But does not the Jew already 
stamp himself as a stranger and an alien in all those lands? Whether it 
be his religion, or his inextinguishable pride of race, or his hopes and 
dreams in the fulfilment of prophecy, is he not now “a stranger and a sojourner ” 
in our midst? The barrier is there, and whether he has once more a land of his 
own in which be could claim a legal domicile, or whether he remains as he is— 
in, but not altogether of, the Christian communities which extend to him civil 
rights and expect from him the daties corresponding to those rights-+it does not 
seem to us that bis status would undergo visible alteration in the near future.

Zionist Negotiations with the Conjoint Committee.

Sir,—The important statement made by the leader of the Zionists at their 


A 
special Conference, on the 20th inst., shows how necessary it was for us to know 


what was really desired by ‘hem. Up to now we have had Zionist leaders 
speaking in all soris of keys, and no one could say definitely what objects they 
were striving for. Dr. Weizmann has at last given us clear light. He throws 
the Basle programme overboard at one throw, and in the clearest manner possible 
gives us the policy for which the Chovevi Zion strove twenty and thirty years 
ago, and to which Dr. Herzl, on his advent, offered the most strenuous oppo. 
sition. To ‘the Herzlisis the Jewish State had to be established as the first 
condition of our existence as a regenerated people. - 

I almost venture to think tbat if the plan now laid down by Dr. Weizmann 
had been communicated to the Conjoint Committee there would have been no 
need for any public statement of our views, and none of that deplorable washing 
of dirty linen in public which can in no way redound to the credit of the Jewish 
race and its capacity to govern—even its Own passions. But nobody could 
suppose that Dr. Weizmann would be so modest and, if I may say so, so states- 
maniike in his demands. On the contrary, the very last communication received 
by the Conjoint from Mr. Sokolow laid it down categorically that no discussion 
could take place between the two bodies unless the Conjoint agreed to accept the 
Basle programme. The whole conduct of the negotiations by the Zionists was 
done in a curious manner, and gave one the impression that while professing tobe 
anxious for an cutente they were not averse from avoiding one if it were at all 
possible. Anyone who read the record of the negotiations given by Mr. D. L. 
Alexander and published in your last issue will see that since the winter of 
1914 the Zionists showed a curious aversion from meeting the represen- 
tatives of the Conjoint, and that ultimately, when they could not easily refuse the 


repeated offers, Mr. Sokolow wrote that they would only “agree to negotiate if 


you accept the establishment for the Jewish people of a legally secured and publicly 
recognised home in Palestine.” This was “negotiating ” witha vengeance. You 
were to agree first to concede all that was to be matter fornegotiation, In that case, 
surely no negotiations would be necessary, because the one side would have gained 
ats Cause. | 

It looks as if the Zionists hoped that the Conjoint would not be willing to 
negotiate and they would be able to stand out as conciliators face to face with 
wnbending “Englishmen of the Jewish persuasion.” They wanted the “whole 
hog” and nothing sbort of it. And yet from Dr. Weizmann's declaration of 
policy it is not the whole hog at all that they are striving for. It is a very 
moderate platform indeed from which he declaims. There is little, if any, 


difference between bis plam and the ‘much-abused formula of the Conjoint 


Commitiee. It looks as if he has repeated Mr. Disraeli's device, when, on passing 
his Relorm Lill, he was said to have found the Whigs bathing and stolen their 
clothes. Dr. Weizmann’s words ought to be impressed on everyone's mind, 
because if they are the real Zionist policy there is nothing in them to which even 
the most assimilated Jew could object. He said :— : 


Strong as the Zionist movement may be, full of enthusiasm as the Zionists may be 
arthe present time, ii must be obvious to everybody who stands in the midst of the work 
of the Zionist organisation, and it must be admitted, horestly and truly, that the con- 
ditions are not yet mpe for the setting up of a State ad hoc. States must be built up 
slowly, gradually, systematically and patiently; we therefore say that while the creation 
of a Jewish Commonweaith in Palestine is our final idea', an ideal for which the who'e 
of the Zionist organisation is working, the way to achieve it lies through a series of 
intermediary stages. And one of those intermediary Stages, which | hope is going to 
come about as a result of this war, is that the fair country of Palestine will be protected 
by such a mighty and a just power as Great Britain. Under the agis of this Power Jews 
will be able to develop, and they will get the measure of self-gove nment they deserve. 


It seems as if this were an echo from the dead past. The words as to the mode 


in which Palestine would have to be built up, “ slowly, gradually, systematically, 
and patiently,” were used by me in my unavailing pleadings with the Herzlists 


twenty years ago. With the definition which Dr. Weizmann now gives of the. 


Zionist aims all Jews can agree. It sets out the «/timate goal to which no Jew who 
believes in prophecy can offer any objection, and it recognises that the regenera- 


tion of Israel must be brought about “slowly, gradually, systematically and ; 


patiently,” and that under the «gis of Britain Jews “will get the measure of self- 

government which they deserve.” No word here about putting on the roof before

Sir,—The letter to the Times, signed on behalf of the Conjoint Committee 
by Mr. D. L. Alexander and Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, seems to me to have 
been both inopportune and provocative, though I am sure the motives that guided 
its issue are of the highest. 

Moreover, I cannot discover that cither the Council of the Jewish Board of 
Deputies or that of the Anglo-Jewish Association was a consenting party to its 
publication. Certainly as a member of the latter body, I was unaware that we 
had ever been consulted. 

I am not nor have I ever been a so-called Zionist, but it seems to me that it 
is both idle and unwise to-day to stand in the way of Zionists who are anxious to 
attain, and who think the present is a heaven-sent opportunity of realising their 
most ancient, their deepest and their most abiding aspirations. 

For things have changed greatly since the war and the Russian Revolution, 
and providing that a decisive victory crowns the efforts of the Allies, and that the 
benefit of the Revolution be maintained, it appears to me that what we non- 
Zionists formerly feared {rom political Zionism for Jews of all countries is now, 
or is likely soon to become, non-existent. 

The truer understanding of the ideals of the smaller nationalities and com- 
munities will guard these nationalities and communities, 1 am persuaded, in the 
future, from the persecution hitherto consequent on any acts of theirs calculated 
to advance these ideals. Jews, I believe, will not labour again under the cruel 
suggestion of disloyalty should they support or bold themselves neutral towards 
the aims and objects of the Zionists. 

Therefore, I would let the Zionists work out their own salvation, so long as 
they did not attempt to bind those who did not agree with them to any solution 
they may suggest to the Governmest, 

In any case, no good can come of controversy and recrimination in the public 
Press, and I trust that this will at once cease, and that moderation and tolerance 
will be in the future, as it bas not been in the past, the guiding principle of both 
elements of our community. 


A “Happy ” Manifesto.

Srr,—As a Zionist, I trust you will permit me to congratulate the Conjoint 
Committee on the issue of their manifesto at the present juncture. 
It is, indeed, a happy manifesto—almost as happy in its Jewish sentiments as 


its setting, the Times, is in its Jewish sympathies. History repeats itself. At the 
time of the abolition of serfdom in Russia, a section of serfs issued an appeal 


against their own liberation. It proved wonderfully effective, for jt brought into . 


bold relief the depth of the degradation to which servitude had reduced the 
Russian peasantry of the day. The effect of the Conjoint Manifesto will prove 
hardly less instructive to the Jewish people. 

You, Sir, in your Leader on this subject; appear to lay the greater emphasis 
upon the signatures of these gentlemen in their representative charac‘er as Presi- 
dents of the organisations of which they are the heads. To Jews generally and 
to Zionists in particular, the sting lies not ia their Jewish arrogance but in the 
un-Jewish attitude they adopt towards our people as a whole at a moment of 
supreme crisis, when all other peoples stand united in their own particular 
interests. Every organisation deserves the President it elects, and whether Mr. 
Montefiore and Mr. Alexander represent the Anglo-Jewish Association and the 
Board of Deputies is a matter which their members will no doubt be able to settle 
on their customary basis of colourless compromise. What, however, is vital to 
Jewry as a whole is whether the sentiments these gentlemen voice and the attitude 
they adopt is in harmony with the best interests of the race, and, if not, 
whether they can be justified on the broader basis of theoretic right and justice. 

Let us examine the manifesto from both these standpoinis. Suppose we 
accept the statement that the Conjoint Committee “ have always cherished the 
hope that the result of their labours would be the regeneration on Palestinian 
soil of a Jewish community worthy of the great memories of their environment 
and a source of spiritual inspiration to the whole of Jewry,” as representing not 
only the desire of the Committee but also the higbest interests of the race, how 
does the Zionist claim “that the Jewish settlements shall be recognised as possess- 
ing a national character in a political sense” clash with the fullest realisation of 
that object’? On the contrary, is not that claim an absolutely indispensable con- 
dition to such realisation? He who wills the end, must will the means, and can 
anyone imagine the “great memories of their environment” brought home to a 
child of Israel in a Palestine, the political power in which was vested in non-Jewish 
hands? What “source of inspiration to the whole of Jewry ” could Palestinian 
Jewish settlements offer under, say, Arab dominion? Unless from the very com- 
mencement of the new conditions after the war Palestine is recognised as the 
politics! and national centre of the Jewish people, the Conjoint Committee will 
long be able to cherish tke hope, but wili never see the realisation, of a Jewish 
regeneration in the Holy Land. 

Either, then, theirintroductory statement is a pious wish empty of all purpose, 
or else it is a cloak to cast a shadow upon the more perverse motive, which 
appears later on: The fear that “it would Gave the effect of stamping Jews as 
strangers in their native lands, and of undermining their hard-won position as 
citizens of those lands.” Even if that were true, and the higher interests of the 
race demanded such a sacrifice, I venture to submit that it is not an argument for 
Jewish leaders to submit at a moment when individual interests are being sacrificed 
wholesale for the historic destiny of a people. But the statement is fallacious, 
not only in its analysis of Jewish conditions, but in its conception of non-Jewish 
opinion. Whatever non-Jewish opinion has been expressed has been wholly 
favourable to a Jewish nationalisation of Palestine, and not a single authoritative 
decleration has been made that it would accentuate the "strangeness ” of Jews 
who resided in other lands. As a matter of fact, the very establishment of a 
Jewish political State would serve te emphasise the complete identity with “ their 
native lands” of those Jews who refused to identify themselves with the estab- 
lished Jewish homeland. 

Lastly, we come to the question of equal rights for all nationalities in Pales- 
tine, and the sedulous care of the committee for the Arab population. Here an 
insinuation is cast upon the Zionist organisation, which is as unworthy as it is 
unproven. One of the first principles of the Zionist programme is ¢ quality of 
rights for all peoples in Palestine, and the very fact that the Zionists have been 
very anxious that Palestine should be under the-suzerainty of the British Govern- 
ment ought to be sufficient proof for the British nationals of the Conjoint Com- 
mittee that those righis will be safeguarded and respected. 

The reason that Zionists demand a Chartered Company inthis matter is in 
order to guarantee that the great pioneer work which has to be done to regenerate 
the country, and which will mean for the Jewish people the sacrifice of much 
treasure; labour, perhaps even life, shall be for the purpose of building up a 
Jewish settlement, which, in the words of the manifesto, will be worthy of the

THE HAHAM’S VIEWS. 


Preaching on the first day of Shebuot at Lauderdale Road Synagogue {rom the 
text. “And ye shall be unto mea kingdom of priesis, and an holy nation,” the 
Haham said: “ The law was given to a nation, not a rabble of freed slaves, but a 
pation as distinct from all nations, because it was spiritually free and united in 
the consciousness of its past. In its common origin Israel sces common hope and 
common outlook for the future. Disperséd, yet one in its trials and its triumphs, 
in its faith and in its ideals, The moment that national! unity is denounced, we 
stand at the parting of the ways. The one leading to the blind alley of Jewish 
ncncorformist seciarianism, and the other the National Highway going up to Zion. 
Confusion between citizenship and nationality has led the Jews of the last century to 
arenunc.ation of their millenary allegiance to the teachings of our prophets, to the 
utterances of our prayers. Consisiently they have eliminated every allusion to 
Zion and Jerusalem from the DPrayer-book, and our Holy B:ble has become to 
then a book of blank pages. Our prophets had no longer any message for them, 
and cur hopes became to them the will o' the wisp on the mire of the modern 
world. It was on that rock that our congregation sp'it some seventy-five years 
ago, when one section, no longer satished wiih being merely Jews, called them 
selves * British Jews,’ as if a name made people any more patriotic or loyal. 


And there is no such thing as British Judaism. That it was a mistake 
to believe that there is any confict between nationality and patriotism, 
the history of. this Empire has proved. General Smuts, a Dutchman 


by race and origin, is now hailed as a hero of the Iritish Empire, and other 
nationalities take their share, and we Jews with them in the great fight for King 
and Country. Ard yet, the irony of Fate! In that very House of Worship from 
which Zicn had been eliminated a most eloquent sermon has recently been 
delivered on the love of the Holy Land, whilst it is likely to be resented 
were I here to touch upon the holy fire of Jewish national enthusiasm, 
Inthe name of the Jewish nation Manasseh apoealed to Cromwell,. and 
the ancient Deputies always spoke in the mame cf the Jewish nation 
whenever they approached the King or Government on behalf of the Jews. 
And it is now also constantly felt and expressed by non-Jews that when speaking 
to a Jew, whoever he may be, he refers to the Jews as your péople ana néver as 
tour people. Fut we say our people, and truly onr people, for we are God's 
people. We are a nation distinguished from the rest of peoples, and we have 
been sent into the world also as an example for true national life. At no time 
more than now was it so necessary to point to this specific character of our nation, 
We are not living upon the sword; there is no lust of conquest, no pandering to 
vice, no excase fcr passion and violerce and sin. Weare an“ Holy Nation,” carry- 
ing through the world the. message and everiasting truths given to us on this day. 
The message of faith, the message of hope, the message of true progress of man- 
kind, based on Divine Law, on the Law of Mount Sinai. 


The Mission of the Jew. 


The Rev. Eruraim Levine, M.A., in the course of a sermon, delivered at 
the New West End Synagogue on the Festival of Pentecost from the text: “Thy 
people sha!l be my people, and. thy God my God” (Ruch), sai¢é that Peatecost 
told Jews of their selection as a people and of their work or miss.on in the world. 
Whar, be asked, was the purpose of the Jew, or what did they mean when they 
spoke of that plras2, the Mission of Israel’ Ag a podiitical nation Israel never 
succeeded. It was not God's purpose that they should. The LB.ble is the 
best witness to this. Yes, we bad warriors, we had statesmen, we had the 
Maccabees, we won Palestine by the sword, but politics were not our 
méticr, and we did not shine as a political entity. After the Maccabean 
struggle the history of Israel was a sorry record. Internal warfare, 
internecine strife, quarrel and intrigues—broke wp the Jewish State and 
led io a dispersion. We were a kingdom of priests and a holy nation. 
All Jews thought they were kings, and we all believed we were priests. 
One of our besetting sins was the love of strife, and no amount of specious 
argument would exonerate us from that charge. We quarcelied about trifles, our 
communal writings, our public conferences, the Zionist Congresses, the Zionist 
parties, were a!! scenes of discord and disunion, and even the Zionis's, whose ideas 
were now looming so largely in the public mind, were not and had never been 
united as to their.aims and purposes. The Jew hadthe gift of leadership, 
but it was only exhbited when he was dealing with non-Jews. 
The Zionists will have none of our. statement pecceeded Mr. 
Levine}, if you are not one of them they shout youdown. Through the air 
they hurl the epithet “un-jJewish.” Now there are Zionists and Zionists. There 
are those who are keen, genuine, and zealous Jews, to whom Judaism is life 
itself, who live their lives in strict accord with the teachings of their religion. 
Their interpretation .of Jewish history may be at fault, but their sincerity is 
unquestioned. But there are others, a large section, whose ‘attachment to 
Judaism is almost threadbare, who live their lives without making any one of the 
sacrifices which the observance of Judaism entails, who outrage every Jewish 
law and repudiate every ceremony, and who in consequence are more nearly 
assimilated to their Gentile sarround:ngs than non-Zionists are ever likely to be. 
To many of them the “ Nationalist hope ” is but a Jewish covering. For Judaism 
itself they care nothing. How dare they presume to speak in the name of the 
Jewish people? Is it the tme now, when the nations cf the world 
are beginning to realise the beauties of education, to come forward and urge the 
recognition of the Jewish claims to become the possessors of Palestine? 
Palestine bas associations for us we know ; we pray it may one day bea cenire 
from where the light of Jewish teaching may radiate, but that day is not yet. 
“In the days when the judges judged,” or according 16 a sage Rabbinic interpre- 
tation, “ When they judged the judges.” It will always be a time of trouble 
when men set themselves up to judge the judges. “Woeto the time when men 
think themselves wiser than their appointed leaders.” This is what is happening 
in Anglo-Jewry to-day. Do we not require the lesson now , e comm unity ts 
in asense responsible for the present state of afiairs. We have allowed the 
Anglo-Jewish Press to consist of one paper, steeped in Zionist hdpes and financed 
by Zionist money. We have tolerated the public pillorying wee by week in the 
Press of old trusted leaders who have grown grey in the service of thecommunity 
and who have a right to be protected. Is this a small thing, or is it a great thing? 
Does it not require the whole concentrated forces of Anglo-jewry > Make Judaism 
live, teach it to your children, live it yourselves, justify your claim to remain 
living as Jews. Prove that your interpretation of Jewish hisjory has its justiic 
tion in the Jewishness of your lives. 

[With reference to the extraordinary pu!pit observations which we. report 
above, we desire only to say tbat it ts quite untrue that the Jewist 
CuronicLe (or the Jewish World) is "* financed by Zionist money. 
The. papers are entirely independent of any Organisations or Institutions 
whatsoever and their policy is determined solely by a regard for Jewish 
interests in general.—ED. ]

Despatch Rider Marks, who has received the Cross with the Star (equivalent 
to a donble decoration), is son of Mr. Ll, Marks, 69, King Street, Leicester, He 
enlisted in the Motor Machine Gun Corps, and volunteered as a despaich rider, 
and was in France after he had been in the army sixteen days. He was afterwards 
attached to the French Army as a rider, and whilst acting in that capacity dis- 
tingu sbed himeelf by his daring to such an extent that his work came under the 
notice of the generalin command. The decoration was pinned on his breast 
on the field in Champagne by the General, whoex pressed the hope that the youog 
man’s parents would be proud of him. The certificate which accompanied the 
Cross states that “he is a despatch rider who can be trusted in a!!l circumstances, 
During the ba tles between April 7th and May 7th he did his duty, day and night, 
under a heavy shell fire " Marks, who is twenty-three years of age, is well-known 
in Leicester as a footballer. He has two brothers serving with the forces.

Allied Aliens and Military Service. 

In the House of Commons on Friday, Mr. KinG asked the Under Secretary 
ot State for War whether be would introduce into the Military Service (Con 
ventions with Allied States) Bill a provision that all aliens coming within its 
operation should be offered a free passage to their own country. 

Mr. MACPHERSON: It is not proposed to introduce into the Bill referred to 
any provision of the nature suggested in this question, as this is a matter which 
can be more conveniently dealt with in a convention which it is proposed to make. 
The majority of the aliens who would be affected by the Bill are absentees from 
military service in their own country, and it is not considered that the expense ot 
returning these men to their own country to fulfil their military obligations to

England several hundred Jewish ladies who would be willing to provide the same 
number of prisoners with the most necessary articles of food in the manner above 
described. According toa statement issued by the Committee, 878 parcels, to the value 
of nearly 4 200, were despatched between the idth December and 20th April last. Parcels 
weighing about nine pounds each are now being sent once in three weeks, the total 
weekly number being from 225 to 250.

On the suggestion of the local Rabbis, a special meeting of communal workers 
was held at the Jewish Institute Rooms on Monday week, to decide upon some 
action for the Relief of the Palestinian: Jews and refugees from 
Jatta. The meeting was addressed by Rabbis I. H. Daiches and 
H. Hurwitz, who emphasised the urgent necessity of organising 
arelief fund. It was pointed out that though a special appeal 
on behalf of the Polish Distress Fund had but recently been made, and the com- 
munity had contributed some / 1,400, it was confidently felt that the tragic plight 
of the Jews in Palestine demanded yet a greater call upon the community. On 
the suggestion of Mr. A. Friedman, it was decided that steps be taken thorougbly 
to canvass the community, particularly to include the smaller donations of the 
large working-class section. It was further decided that an appeal be made from 
the pulpits of all synagogues. A special committee was formed, Mr. M. Stross 
being elected Chairman, Mr. M. Burton, Vice Chairman, and Mr. P. Huipps, 
Treasurer. Many donations were immediately promised, including the follow- 
ing :—Mr. M. Stross, 475; Mr. M. Burton, #25; Mr. P. Hipps, 425.

ORDER OF 


A meeting of the Grand Council of the Order was held on Thursday, May 
24th, at the offices of the Jewish Board of Guardians. Bro. Herbert Bentwich 
(Grand Commander) presided. 

The Grand Commander and Treasurer gave their report on the English 
Zionist Federation Conference held the preceding Sunday, and it was resolved that 
if satisfactory arrangements could be made for tue immediate transmission of the 
monies collected for Palestine relief to the affected districts, the Order's collection 
should be added to the Central Fund, and communications were to be opened with 
the Federation to secure a joint working arrangement on thisbasis. Considerable 
donations for this purpose were promised by members of the Grand Council and 
it was resolved that the Grand Commander be requested to issue a special appeal 
to all Commanders of Beacons urging them to organise relief eflorts in their 
districts. | 

The Grand Commander reported thst at the Conference héld the previous 
Sunday he, together with other members of the Grand Counci!, had met a 
number of prominent memb rs of the Order from Manchester and other 
districts and that a joint meeting had been arranged at which it was unanimously 
agreed that the Grand Council should forthwith convene the Annual Graod 
Beacon Meeting of the Order to be held at Leeds on Sunday, June 17:h, when 
the future goverament and working of the Order might ; be considered, 
the agenda including the question of the centralisation of the Friendly Seciety, 
Zionist, and National Insurance work of the Order, the place of the central 
organisation, and the election of new Grand Beacon ofhcers. The Grand Council 
having confirmed these arrangements, it was resolved that al! the Beacons be 
circularised immediately for the appointment of their delegates, and that to assist 
in securing a full attendance at the meeting, the Grand Council would be pre. 
pared to contribate towards the expenses incurred hy delegates in travelling to 
the meeting, from the Emergency Fund of the Order. ! | . 

The appeal issued by the Grand Commander for Palestine relief states ia 
part :— 

The sufferers are the pionetrs of our national work and our chief hope for the 
revival of our national! lile after the war. We cannot let them die for want of assistance, 
nor shut our ears to the cry which comes to us trom such different quarters. \Ve have 
started our collection’ with a grant of £100 from our Zionist bund, and a Similar amount 
has been already coniributed from private sources. But we require at leas: £1,C00 from 
the Order to discharge our immediate duty. Iam confident that this amount can be 
raised among our members if the commanders and the officers of Beacons will apply 
themselves promptly to the task. 


MR. NATHAN STRAUS OFFERS TO TAKE JEWS TO 
PALESTINE, 

The New ‘York Herald of May 6th states: “ Resolutions expressing grati- 
tude to the United States and its Allies for taking up the question of establishing 
an independent Jewish State in Palestine were adopted last night at a public 
meeting held in Coozer Union by the Zionist Council of Greater New York. 
More than 2,500 persons attended and there was great enthusiasm. A telegram 
of regret was read from Senator William E, Borah, who was to be the principal 
Mr. Morris Rothenberg presided. Mr. Nathan Straus, who was 
honorary chairman, said he would take to Palestine any Zionist Jews who wanted 
to go and did not have the fare, but that if the war did not end soon he would 
have no money left to do so.” 


“THE JEWISH CLAIM TO PALESTINE.” ~ °~, 


Under this title, Mr, Joseph Cowen contributes an article to the June issue 
of the Contemporary Review. Hesays :— ‘ 

At a moment when British forces are advancing into Palestine a Jew may be for- 
given for reminding a distracted world that the Jewish claim upon that land has never 
been withdrawn, and that the Jew has never renounced his dream of reviving his 
nationality in Palestine. It is true that cynics contend that a nation which has lost its 
liberty to ior force must regain it by arms or go without it. But that is-in essence 
the very theory England and her Allies are fighting, and finds a nificent disavowal 
in Mr. Asquith's historic words: * We shall ngt sheathe (he sword until the rights of the 
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smaller nationalities are placed on an wnassailable foundation.” Were the principle of 
military force accepted as the sole arbiter of the lives of nations, why should not these 
smaller nationalities be swallowed up in the larger Powers Evidently the principle of 
nationality is itself considered sacred itis amasset to the wor!d. and it carries its rights, 
mora! rights, which are none the less rights if they cannot be enforced by the sword, 
The cyaic might, perhaps, find more justification had Israel ever forgotten or waived his 
claim to ths Holy Land; but a cont nuous chain of aspiration and prayer, and even ol 
political activity, binds him to the soil from which he was driven early in the Christian 
era. 


After tracing the history of the Jewish adhesion to the idea of nationality 
and the work accomplished in recent times by Zionists in Palestine, Mr. Cowen, 
assuming that ‘none of us can admit a possibility of the Turk remaining in 
control of Palestice,’’ and declaring that ‘this must come under British protec- 
tion,” asks, "" What nobler use can Britain make of this land than'oftering a 
welcome to Jews there 

Russia by her glorious Revolution ‘he proceeds) has so'ved the immediate 
problem of her Jews in granting them equal rights with the rest of het 
population. But even that will not solve the Jewish question [hat is only 
giving wus our rights as men. Our rights as Jews are equally vital 
to us, and equally necessary to the world at large. Ht Judaism or jews drs 


appeat : the world will be the poorer and the Jew as lew cannot apy Par except he he 


endowed with national rights as Jew. We bave earned, if any people on God's earth 
have, aright toa national! existence of our own lewish Nationalists. jike Jewish non- 
Nationalists, believe that they have a mission in the world The ditterence between us 
is that the anti-Nationalist mission is entirely religious without any practical backing, 
while our mission is practical work in the world devoted to the highest of spiritual and 
idealistic objects, and, it may be, a mission which an age of iron materialism and red 
militarism urgently needs. 


Mr. Cowen concludes by asking that this settlement cf the Jewish problem 
shall ‘* be one of the points which Britain will pledge berself to,’ 


Jewish NATIONAL Funpd.—The total subscriptions to the Fand in various 
countries during April was 111,226 frances. The Directors of the Fund have 
recently taken action in certain countries with the object of raising a large capital 
for the realisation of its colonising schemes after the conclusion of peace. Tor 
this purpose a new form of donation, called “ Nachlah,” has been devised and 
fixed at 5,000 francs, 4/200, and 1,000 dols. This sum is the average amount 
necessary for the purchase of land for one settler and his family.

(To THE Epiror } 
Sir,—In view of the fact that you printed my sermon on “ Palestine’s 
Future ” under the headline “Jewish National Movemént,” it is desirable that I 
should call attention to the following sentences which occur in the sermon :— 


lf l am to express my own personal view, I would say that the less political the new 
Jewish order in Palestine proves to be the nearer it will approach the ideal one. ‘ 
A nation we may still be; but we are a nation, as the great Rabbi Saadyah said, in 
virtue of our religious ideals on'y. 

These sentences represent my considered opinions, to which I bave given 


utterance from the pulpit again and again during many years past.

Sir,—It is a pleasing contrast to the conservatism of the Conjoint Committee 
of the Board of Deputies and Anglo-Jewish Association to read the sermon of the 
Rev. Morris Joseph, printed in your sssue of May 25th, 1917. From one who is 
by his own words not a Zionist in its strictest sense, it is good to note that theaims 
of Zionism can be so beautifully and nobly expounded. We read that Zionism 
can produce incalculable good in a spiritual sepse, and for this purpose a 
political organisation is requisite. Exactly! And it is not very difficult to see 
further and understand how the political establishment is capable of untold 


good in material things also. My object in this letter is primarily to’ 


draw the attention of non-Zionists to the value of what the Rev. 
Morris Joseph says—perbaps they will more easily see what potentialities 
are in Zionism when they are not blinded by the prejudice present in their 
minds when Zionism is expounded by Zionists. I wish to point out to non- 
Zionists that the idea that Jewish Nationalism would jeopardise the position of 


_ Jews living in foreign countries is quite unfounded. There is no reason why 


Jews in a foreign country should be more unwelcome than Frenchmen in England 
or Englishmen in France. This intercourse between visitor, permanent or other- 
wise, and native citizen makes for mutual progress, and does not, to the educated 
and open mind, make for prejudice and dislike. Non-Zionists would do well for 
their own sakes to try and understand the principles of Zionism before permitting 
even a passive disagreement to bar the [ructification of Zionist aims,

BELGIAN REFC.EE'’S STRANGE CLAIM —Before Judge Cluer, at Shoreditch County 
Court, Miss Marie Rosedberg, of 24, Cazenove Road, Stoke Newington, sued Mrs. Rosa 
Phillips and her husband, of 95, Varenth Road, Clapjon, to recover £50 damages for an 
alleged trespass, her room having been emered on March 26th, and a chest of drawers 
broken open, from which was extracted £10 in Treasury notes anda three-stone diamond 
ring worth £16. Mr. F. ©. Robinson, barrister, appesred for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Arthur Morley was counsel for the defence, It appeared that in Cctober, 1914, Miss 
Rosenberg came over from Antwerp with her father and mother as Belgian refugees. 
They were befriended by Mr and Mrs. Phillips, who found them homes at Clissold 
Road, and finally at Cazenove Road, Mrs. Phillips being associated with the Be'gian 
Retugees’' Committee. The girl occupied a furnished room with agother g't]. She was 
allowed to use a chest of drawers in which to keep her dresses and other clothing. In 
March she sa d she was entrusted with £10 in notes by her employer to purchase drapery 
stock, which she put in a drawer with the ring. . On coming home she found the furni- 
ture (which it transpired belonged to Mrs. Phil‘ips) moved with the exception of the bed, 
on which were the contents of the drawers, but neither ring or notes. After hearing the 
evidence of Mrs. Phillips, who mentioned that in February the committee decided to 
give up the house, Judge Cluer stopped the case, and said he had no dott her story was 
the correctone. There could be no trespass in her going in to take possession cf her 
own furnitare, which she had kindly lent, and everything done was cone operly before 
the father and another witness. It would be impossible to believe that a lady who had 
been so kind would stoop to steal the things. Counsel said he had a mas< of evulence 
to call, but Judge Cluer said there was nothing to hear them about, and he entered judg- 
ment for the defendants, with costs. 

NUMEROUS articles shown at the Russian Exhibition which has been held in I_ondon 
during the past month were lent by Jews.

As Mrs. S. S. Levy, tn her pathetically-worded appeal, 
suggests: “The Jewish poor never needed the help of each one of you more 
than they do row Kemember that the society carries on with less than 4100 a 
vear, and that us work is conducted with a minimum of fuss and publicity.

I wish some of them could be brought into touch with such 
cases of silent poverty as the Society assists, so far as its finances allow. The 
Secre‘ary's address is 13, Alderney Koad, Mile End, E. Tosend a five shilling 
postal order would be to perform a mitzvah.

Were the principle of 
military force accepted as the sole arbiter of the lives of nations, why should not these 
smaller nationalities be swallowed up In the larger Powers’ Evidently the principle of 
nationality is itself considered saéred it is amasset fo the wor!d, and it carries its rights 
mora! rights, which are none the less rights if they cannot be enforced by the sword, 
The cynic might, perhaps, find more justification had Israel ever forgotten or waived hts 
claim to ths Holy Land; but a cont nuous chain of aspiration and prayer and even ol 
political activity, binds him to the soil from which he was driven early io the Christian 
era. 

After tracing the history of the Jewish adhesion to the idea of nationality 
and the work accomplished in recent times by Zionists in Palestine, Mr. Cowen, 
assuming that ‘‘noneof us can admit a possibility of the Turk remaining i 
control of Palestire,’’ and declaring that ‘‘this must come under British protec- 
tion,’’ asks, What nobler use can Britain, make of this land than offering a 
welcome to Jews there ? ' 

Russia by her glorious Revolution [he proceeds} has so'ved the immediate 
problem of her Jews in granting them equal rights with the rest cf het 
population. But even that will not solve the Jewish question. That is only 
giving us our rights as men Our rights as jews are equally vita! 
to us, and equally necessary to the world at large. If Judaism or Jews dis 
appear, the world will be the poorer; and the Jew as Jew cannot “appear except he be 
endowed with national rights as Jew. We have earned, if any people on God's earth 
have, a right toa national existence of our own lewish Nationalists, jike Jewish non 
Nationalists, believe that they have a mission in the world The ditierence between us 
is that the anti-Nationalist mission is entirely religious without any practical backing, 
while our mission is practical work in the world devoted to the highest of spiritual-and 
idealistic objects, and, it may be, a mission which an age of iron materialism and red 
militarism urgently needs. 


Mr. Cowen concludes by asking that this settlement cf the Jewish problem 
shall ‘' be one of the points which Britain will pledge berself to.’’

Sirk,—It is a pleasing contrast to the conservatism of the ¢onjoint Committee 
of the Board of Deputies and Anglo-Jewish Association to read the sermon of the 
Rev. Morris Joseph, printed in your issue of May 25th, 1917. From one who is 
by his own words not a Zionist in its strictest sense, it is good to note that theaims 
of Zionism can be so beautifully and nobly expounded. We read that Zionism 
can produce incalculable good in a spiritual sepse, and for this purpose a 
political organisation is requisite. Exactly! And it is not very difficult to see 
further and understand how the political establishment is capable of untold 
good in material things also. My object in this letter is primarily to 
draw the attention of non-Zionists to the value of what the Rev.

This intercourse between visitor, permanent or other- 
wise, and native citizen makes for mutual progress, and does not, to the educated 
and open mind, make for prejudice and dislike. Non-Zionists would do well for 
their own sakes to try and understand the principles of Zionism before permitting 
even a passive disagreement to bar the {ructification of Zionist aims,

BELGIAN REFC.EER'S STRANGE CLAIM —Before Judge Cluer, at Shoreditch County 
Court, Miss Marie Rosetherg, of 24, Cazenove Road, Sioke Newington, sued Mrs. Rosa 
Phillips and her husband, of 96, Darenth Road, Clapton, to recover £50 damages for an 
alleged trespass, her room having been envered on March 26th, and a chest of drawers 
broken open, from which was extracted £10 in Treasury notes anda three-stone diamond 
rng worth £16. Mr. . O. Robiason, barrister, appesred for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Arthur Morley was counsel for the defence, It appeared that in Cctober, 1914, Miss 
Rosenberg came over from Antwerp wiih her father and mother as Belgian refugees. 
They were befriended by Mr and Mrs. Phillmps, who found them homes ai Clirsold 
Road, and finally at Cazenove Road, Mrs. Phillips being associated with the Be'gian 
Retugees Committee. The girl occupied a furnished room with another git]. She was 
allowed to uso a chest of drawers in which to keep her dresses and other clothing. In 
March she sa d she was entrusted with £10 in notes by her employer to purchase drapery 
stock, which she put in a drawer withthe ring. On coming home she found the furni- 
ture (which it transpired belonged to Mrs. Phil'ips) moved with the exception of the bed, 
on which were the contents of the drawers, but neither ring or notes. After hearing the 
evidence of Mrs. Phillips, who mentioned that in February the committee decided to 
give up the house, Judge Cluer stopped the case, and said he had no dovtht her story was 
the correctone. There could be no trespass in her going in to take possession cf her 
own furniture, which she had kindly lent, and everything done was cone oper ly before 
the father and another witness. It would be impossible to believe that a lady who had 
been so kind would stoop to steal the things. Counsel said he had a mas< of evidence 
to call, but Judge Cueva there was nothing to hear them about, and he entered judg- 
ment for the defendanfs, with costs.
